3 kidnapped Soviets released 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM (R) — Students at three West Bank 
universities on Wednesday protested against Israel's decision to 
deport four Palestinians accused of "subversive political activity." 
A spokesman for the Israeli occupation forces said students at 
Birzeit University hurled stones at Israeli cars.-b locked roads and 
burned tyres. The protest broke up without the intervention of 
Israeli forces. Gasses were boycotted at the Technical in Hebron, 
and security forces blocked the entrance at Bethlehem University 
to keep protesters out. the spokesman said. The Palestinians are 
appealing against expulsion orders which- the occupation aut- 
horities issued this week. They say they are being expelled for 
their "political views." not "security" offences. Israel has exp- 
elled 21 Palestinians since September as part of a get-tough 
response to res stance activities. 
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BEIRUT (R) — Beirut Radio said Wednesday that three Soviet 
embassy officials kidnapped in west Beirut a month ago had been 
freed. Rocket and machine-gun fire rattled over west Beirut as the 
station made the announcement It gave no further details of 
where they were freed but said the shooting was in celebration for 
the release. A statement delivered at 7; 1 5 p.m. (1715 GMT) to an 
international news agency in the name of the group that claimed 
responsibility for kidnapping the Soviets said they had been freed 
“to prove our goodwill." Militia officials who have been hunting 
for the hostages said they were freed 30 minutes earlier at 6:45 
p.m. {1645 GMT) in west Beirut. Four Soviet embassy officials 
were seized in west Beirut on ScpL 30 and one of them. 32- 
year-old Consular Secretary A rkady Katkov, was found shot dead 
on Oct. 2.

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AMMAN (Petra) — His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan on Wednesday called 
on the Arab countries to support industrial 
schemes in the occupied Arab territories and 
help the Palestinian residents to foil Israel’s 
attempts of linking that territory’s economy 
with its own. 


Establishing a strong industrial 
sector in the Arab territories 
under the Israeli occupation sho- 
uld be part of an all-out effort on 
the part of A rab countries to pre- 
serve the Arab identity and saf- 
eguard the Palestinian people's 
interests and rights. Prince Hassan 
said. 

The Crown Prince was add- 
ressing the opening session of the 
Arab Organisation for Industrial 
Development (AOID) board 
meeting which is attended by ind- 
ustry ministers from 21 Arab cou- 
ntries. 

• The Crown Prince, who dep- 
utised for His Majesty King Hus- 
sein. said the meeting cotnes at a 
time of difficult economic andpol- 
itical circumstances for the Arab 
Nation, which is now faring inc- 
reasing challenges in its drive to 
develop its cultural, social and 
economic fields. 

Following are excerpts of Prince 
Hassan's speech at die opening 


session: 

“I welcome you all to Jordan and 
convey to you greetings from His 
Majesty King Hussein and wishes 
for success in achieving your asp- 
ired goals. 

"This sixth meeting of the 
AOID is being held at a time when 
the Arab Nation is passing thr- 
ough very critical circumstances as 
it strives to realise development in 
cultural, economic and social fie- 
lds in the face of various cha- 
llenges. This stage requires from 
A rab countries' intensified efforts 
at all levels so that the Arab Nat- 
ion can fulfil its higher aspirations 
and achieve its goals and can ens- 
ure security for all Arab citizens 
and safeguard higher national int- 
erests. 

“The Arab leadershave on sev- 
eral occasions emphasised the 
need for joint Arab economic eff- 
orts to be carried out and for clear 
and well-planned economic end- 
eavours to be made and inter- 


Arab relations to be bolstered. 
This gathering brings to mind the 
Arab summit meeting held in 
Amman in 1980 when Arab lea- 
ders passed important resolutions 
that served as a basis for joint 
Arab action. We hope that Arab 
countries will take steps towards 
implementing those resolutions 
which reflected the Arab leaders’ 
full realisation of the vital imp- 
ortance of A rab economic security 
as a basic component of the ove-. 
rail Arab Nation's security. 

“At - present, the Arab World 
has only light industries which 
could not be relied on indefinitely 
to help a comprehensive economic 
development. Also, total Arab 
investments in this industry did 
not exceed 83 per cent of total 
investments in 1983. down from 
93 per cent in 1972. which ind- 
icates that no real transformation 
has been made in promoting Arab 
industry, although some Arab 
countries made very significant 
successes in die industrial sector 
over the last. 1 0 years. Therefore it 
has become incumbent bn us to 
find a way of rectifying this imb- 
alance and concentrate more on a 
comprehensive industrial dev- 
elopment.

Israeli forces demolish three 


Palestinian homes in Hebron 


AMMAN (Agencies) —The Isr-' 
aeli authorities have- demolished 
three homes belonging to Arab 
citizens inHebron on the occupied 
West Bank contending that the 
homes were built without prior- 
licence. 

In Nablus, die Chamber of 
Commerce issued a statement on 
Wednesday denying a rqport by 
Israel Radio and television that 
Isr aeli- A rab consultations are 
going on for setting up a special 
committee to manage Nablus's 
municipality affairs. 

Reports reaching here also said 
that die Israeli authorities intend 
to set up a new settlement on A rab 
land in the occupied Gaza Strip. 

According to the reports. Isr- 
aeli bulldozers have been at work 
over the past two days paving gro- 
und for the settlement on a 030 
dunum plot, dose to the Pal- 
estinian refugee camp of Al Nus- 
eirat near die dty of Gaza. 


U.N. panel meets 

The United Nations political 
committee meanwhile discussed 
Israel's human rights violations in 
the occupied Arab territories. 

Addressing the committee, Jor- 
dan's representative at the United 
Nations, Abdullah Sal ah. sard Isr- 
ael was employing “all its military 
and economic power to make it 
-impossible for the Palestinians to 
continue living in their homeland, 
and to force them to leave.’* 

Mr. Riad Mansour. rep- 
resentative of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). said 
that Israel continues to bar U.N. 
missions from entering the occ- 
upied territories to investigate the 
conditions there. 

Israel employs an “iron fist” 
policy in dealing with the Pal- 
estinian population in the occ- 
upied territories.

Italian party chiefs 
solve coalition crisis 


ROME (Agencies) — Italian 
party leaders have agreed to bury 
their differences and revive Soc- 
ialist Premier Bettino Crax’s 
five -party cabinet which crumbled 
following the Achflle Lauro hij- 
acking. Mr. Craxi announced on- 
Wednesday. 

“We have overcome the gov- 
' eminent crisis.” Mr. Craxi told 
reporters after a two-hour mee- 
ting of leaders of the five parties. 

Mr. Craxi said the five leaders 
also agreed on a document res- 
tating the government's foreign 
policy obju-*tives and calling for 
closer consultations among the 
coalition partners. 

The policy declaration had been 
demanded by Defence Minister 
Giovanni Spadolini's Republican 
Party, which brought down the 
government over the release of a 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) official accused by the U.S. 
of masterminding the hijacking. 

•• We’ve all made a great effort... 
to find a proper balance which sat- 
isfies us." Mr. Spado lini said. 

The document was being sent to 
the parties for ratification. Mr. 
Craxi said. Details were not imm- 
ediately made available. 

Mr. Craxi is now expected to 
ask President Francesco Cossiga 
to reject the government’s res- 
ignation he submitted on OcL 17 
and ask parliament on Monday for 
a vote of confidence in his old cab- 
inet. which also included Christian 
Democrats. Social Democrats and 
Liberals. 


After a similar meeting Tuesday 
nigh t. Christian Democrat leader 
Ciriaco de Mita said there was 
general agreement on Mr. Craxi* s 
draft policy document 
.. “No amendments are needed to 
the document... it is acceptable in 
its broad lines." he said. Other 
politicians also said the five parties 
Save agreed on die substance of 
the document 

In a related development a high 
court ruled Wednesday that 
Genoa magistrates have jur- 
isdiction over the investigation of 
the Achille Lauro hijacking but lef 
stand an arrest warrant issued by 
judges in Sicily for the PLO off- 
icial implicated in the affair. 

Court officials said the five- 
judge panel of the court of cas- 
sation. Italy’s highest court in cri- 
minal matters, made the ruling to 
resolve the dispute between pro- 
secutors in Genoa and Siracusa. 
Sicily, who have pressed separate 
investigations. 

The officials did not explain the 
court’s decision. 

Asked what effect the decision 
bad on the Siracusa arrest warrant 
against Mohammad Abbas (Abu 
Abbas), a top court official said “it 
is still valid." 

Sicilian investigators issued an 
international arrest warrant for 
Abu Abbas on murder, kid- 
napping and arms charges in the 
hijacking of the I tali an cruise ship. 
Italy had allowed Abu Abbas to 
leave the country, saying it had no 
grounds to bold him.

AMMAN — Two days of int- 
ensive talks between the Jor- 
danian government and the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) leadership have succeeded 
in normalising Jordanian- 
Palestinian relations and resulted 
in both sides reaffirming their 
commitment to the Feb. 1 1 acc- 
ord. according to a senior PLO off- 
icial. 

Mr. Hani A I Hassan, a senior 
political adviser to PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, saidon Wednesday 
that talks between Jordan and the 
PLO on Monday and Tuesday 
“have resulted in normalising 
(strained) relations between the 
two sides on the basis 1 of the Feb. 
1 i accord to which both sides have 
reaffirmed commitment" 

Mr. Hassan spoke to the Jordan 
Times shortly before Mr. Arafat 
left Amman following his three- 
day visit in which he met with His 
Majesty King Hussein and senior 
Jordanian officials. Mr. Hassan 
was a member of the Palestinian 
team who held talks with the King 
on Monday and the Prime Min- 
ister. Mr. Zaid Rifai. and other 


senior government officials on 
Tuesday. 

The meeting between the King 
‘and Mr. Arafat was the first since 
the killing of three Israelis in Lar- 
naca on Sept. 25. the Israeli raid 
on the Tunis headquarters of the 
PLO on Oct. I. the hijacking of 
the Achille Lauro by four Pal- 
estinians and the collapse of a sch- 
eduled meeting between the Bri- 
tish government and two senior 
PLO officials in London on Oct. 
14. 

The King had said that these 
incidents caused a setback to the 
peace process and that, be planned 
to reassess the situation with the 
PLO leadership. 

According to sources close to 
the talks, Jordan and the PLO 
have discussed in detail the imp- 
lications of last month’s dev- 
elopments and focused on the hij- 
acking of the Achille Lauro and its 
negative impact on joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian political 
moves to solve the Palestinian 
problem. 

Mr. Hassan. who described the 
hijacking of the Achille Lauro to 
the Jordan Times as “a political 
massacre." said that the PLO 
"understood the Jordanian gov-

LONDON (R) - President Rea- 
gan offered on Wednesday to 
share space defence tech oology 
from his “Star Wars" programme 
with the Soviet Union in return for 
a mutual reduction of nuclear 
arms. 

‘ In an interview with the British 
Broadcasting Corporation ( BBC), 
Mr. Reagan said: 

“What would be better than if 
the two great superpowers, the 
two who have the great arsenals, 
both of us sat there with defensive 
weapons that ensured our safety 
against the nuclear weapons and 
both of us eliminated arms." 

Asked if he would consider sha- 
ring technology from his strategic 
defence initiative (SDI) to pro- 
duce a space-based anti-nuclear 
defensive system if there were 
mutual arms reductions.” Mr. 
Reagan replied: 

“Why not? And I think this is 
something to be discussed at the 
summit... 


“There would have to be the 
reductions of offensive weapons. 
In other words we would switch to 
defence instead of offence." 

Mr. Reagan is due to meet Sov- 
iet leader Mikhail Gorbachev in 
Geneva next month and arms con- 
trol is expected to dominate their 
talks. 

In another development, a 
White House spokesman said 
Wednesday President Reagan will 
be interviewed on Thursday by 
four representatives of the Soviet 
press, the first IT.S. president to 
hold such a session since John 
Kennedy in 1961. 

“We view this as an historic and 
unique opportunity for the pre- 
sident to communicate directly 
with the people of the Soviet 
Union." spokesman Lany Spe- 
akes said.

Iraqi jets

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq said hs 
warplanes on Wednesday raided 
two Iranian o3 fields in the vicinity 
of the Kharg Island terminal as it 
pursued 1 its two-month -old att- 
empt to cut off Iranian oil exports. 

The raids were carried out at 
12:50 p.m. against the offshore oil 
fields of Ardeshir and Cyrus in the 
northern part of the Gulf wat- 
erway. according to the Iraqi 
News Agency. 

Baghdad-based oil executives 
believe the repeated Iraqi attacks 
on Iranian oQ facilities aim at pre- 
venting the Tehran government 
from developing alternative out- 
lets to its Kharg Island terminal 
which has been under almost daily 


Heseltine, Shultz reach broad 
accord on British role in SDI 


BRUSSELS (Rj — Britain and 
the United States reached an out- 
line agreement on Wednesday on 
terms for British participation in 
President Reagan's “Star Wars” 
space defence research pro- 
gramme, British Defence Sec- 
retary Michael Heseltine said. 

He told reporters after a 75- 
minute meeting with U.S. Def- 
ence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger that the accord would 
now be submitted to the two gov- 
ernments for final approval. 

It would make Britain the first 
ally to conclude a formal par- 
ticipation agreement. 

Mr. Heseltine made clear Mr. 
Weinberger could not and had not 
given a guarantee that Britain 
would receive the approximately 
$13 billion share of the pro- 
gramme which it had requested. 

But be said arrangements agr- 
eed on Wednesday should ensure 
that British firms received work of 
that order of magnitude. 


Mr. Heseltine said that if he and 
Mr. Weinberger had been aut- 
horised to sign an agreement on 
Wednesday, they would have 
done so. 

He said the accord provided for 
British participation in 1 8 areas of 
research on the strategic defence 
initiative (SDI). a project to des- 
ign a space-based defence against 
nuclear missiles. 

Asked why he had accepted an 
agreement without a guaranteed 
figure for the British share of the 
$26 billion research fund, he said: 
“There’s no putpose in trying to 
do that. There's no way. It's not 
within Mr. Weinberger's gift to 
deliver.” 

He said the sum he had ori- 
ginally raised “was mentioned to 
indicate the ambitions we had in 
mind... that this is not going to be a 
one-off. penny-packet business."

Arafat 
expected 
in Cairo 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat is expected 
in Cairo soon following a visit by 
two of his aides and the speaker of 
the Palestine National Council 
(PNC) to ease strains in Egypt's 
ties with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). 

President Hosni Mubarak's 
political adviser Osama Baz was 
quoted in a magazine interview 
published on Wednesday as saying 
Egypt had been in contact with 
Mr. Arafat this week and the PLO 
chairman would arrive in Cairo in 
the next few days. 

Two top officials of Mr. A rafat's 
Fateh, the main PLO commando 
group, arrived here Tuesday night 
for talks aimed at healing rifts over 
the hijack of the Italian cruise 
liner Achille Lauro earlier this 
month, sources close to the gov- 
ernment said. 

PNC speaker Sheikh Abdul 
Hamid At Saeh. Mahmoud 
Abbas, a PLO Executive Com- 
mittee member, and Hail Abdul 
Hamid were expected to meet 
Foreign Minister Esmat Abdul 
Meguid during their visit, the sou- 
rces said. 

Egyptian officials were-angered 
by reported criticism of Egypt's 
handling of the Achille Lauro cri- 
sis. including a statement att- 
ributed to Fateh number two 
Salah Khaiaf that the PLO did not 
want the Palestinian hijackers sent 
to Tunis. 

The hijackers now face trial in 
Italy after U.S. warplanes hij- 
acked and forced an Egyptian air- 
liner taking them to Tunis for trial 
by the PLO to land in Sicily. 

President Mubarak, mea- 
nwhile, said Mr. Arafat had a vital 
role to play in the search for a 
Middle East settlement. 

Mr. Mubarak's comments to 
visiting journalists on Tuesday 
indicated he felt Mr. Arafat was 
the only realistic Palestinian lea- 
der in efforts to revive the Middle 
East peace process. 

The Palestinians could not be 
represented in eventual peace 
talks with Israel only by King Hus- 
sein, Mr. Mubarak said. 

Asked about Mr. Arafat’s abi- 
lity to control PLO factions, the 
Egyptian leader said: “Arafat is 
the leader accepted by all the 
PLO... we have still to make fall 
use of him in order to reach 
peace.” 

Mr. Mubarak said: “He (King 
Hussein) will never agree to neg- 
otiate with Israel without PLO 
participation. He knows the cou- 
ntries in the region will criticise 
him unanimously if he tries to do 
so." 

Mr. Mubarak, who met King 
Hussein in Amman this week, said 
he agreed that peace talks bet- 
ween Israel and Jordan had to inc- 
lude Mr. Arafat. 

“1 believe that a Palestinian 
delegation to peace talks must inc- 
lude strong and influential ele- 
ments so that the negotiations will 
yield results." Mr. Mubarak said 

Despite a split in the PLO. “we 
must still use Arafat to attain a 
peace settlement.’’ Mr. Mubarak 
said. 

He denied reports Egypt would 
allow the PLO to set up a com- 
mand post in Cairo following an 
Israeli air raid Oct. i on the PLO 
headquarters in Tunis.

CAIRO (AF) — Egypt expects further steps from the 
United States to improve relations strained by the 
U.S. interception of an Egyptian plane carrying four 
Palestinian ship hijackers, a top aide to President 
Hosni Mubarak says.

Osama Al Baz. director of Mr.

Mr. Baz spoke in an interview to 
lie published Thursday.

U.S. warplanes on Oct. 10 int- 
ercepted the Hgyptair Boeing 737 
carrying the hijackers of the Ita- 
lian cruise ship Achflle Lauro and 
forced it to land at a military base 
in Sicily. 

The plane also carried Moh- 
ammad Abbas, a member of the 
Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation's executive committee, 
who Washington claims mas- 
terminded the A chile Lauro epi- 
sode, in which an elderly Ame- 
rican invalid was killed. Italy arr- 
ested the hijackers but allowed 
Mr. Abbas to leave the country 
despite an American warrant for 
his arrest 

The incident sparked the worst 


crisis in U 5. -Egyptian relations in 
more than a decade, and Mr. 
Mubarak demanded an apology 
“to all the Egyptian people.” 

“President Ronald Reagan said 
publicly he will not apologise, but 
he was able to tell us he regretted 
what happened and this is an apo- 
logy.” Mr. Baz said. 

Mr. Baz referred to a letter to 
Mr. Mubarak in which Mr. Rea- 
gan “expressed his regret.” He

U.S. president ‘ready’ to violate 


international law again ‘if needed’ 


LONDON (Agendes) — Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan, in an int- 
erview broadcast on Wednesday, 
said he was ready to violate int- 
ernational law if necessary in the 
fight against “terrorism.” 

Mr. Reagan insisted the United 
States did not violate intematioaal 
law Oct. 1 1 when U.S. air force 
jets hijacked the Egyptian plane 
carrying four Palestinians who all- 
egedly hijacked an Italian cruise 
liner and (tilled a disabled Ame- 
rican passenger. 

He was asked by BBC radio 
correspondent Brian Wfldlake if 
he would do it again, even if the 
action violated international law. 

“Well actually we didn't violate 
international law,” Mr. Reagan- 
[contended. “It would be a hyp- 
othetical question. We just have to 
judge each case on its own.” 


Wildlake said, “but if it was nec- 
essary (to violate international 
law) I take it you would.” 

’ Mr. Reagan answered: “Yes.” 
The president said: “ We felt we 
had oo choice in the matter... if 
we’re going to prevent the ter- 
rorists to disappear into the rabbit 
warrens... in the Middle East,., we 
felt we had to do it.** 

The affair strained relations 
with Egypt and Italy, but Mr. 
Reagan said; “I’m pleased to say 
now I think the flurry is over and 
that both ]Egypt and Italy want to 
continue the warm relationship.” 
Egypt called the U.S. action an 
act of piracy and thousands of 
anti- American . demonstrators 
staged protests in Cairo streets- 
A new public opinion poll sho- 
wed on Wednesday that strong 
support for President Reagan's 


handling of the Achille Lauro ship 
hijacking raised U.S. public app- 
ro valof his foreign affairs conduct 
to the highest point in four years. 

The ABC News/ Washington 
Post poll found 80 per cent app- 
roval for Mr. Reagan's order for 
U.S. warplanes to hijack and force 
the Egyptian airliner to land in Sic- 
ily so tiie ship hijackers aboard 
could be captured and prosecuted. 

Only 1 7 per cent disapproved of 
Mr. Reagan’s action while 73 per 
cent disapproved of Egypt's han- 
dling of the affair and 15 percent 
approved 

Sixty two per cent of the 1 .506 
mean and women surveyed by tel- 
ephone two weeks after the hij- 
acking said they approved of Mr. 
Reagan’s handling of foreign aff- 
aire overalL while 32 per centers- 
approved.

KHARTOUM (AP) - A former

ayeb. who headed ousted Pre- 
sident Jaafar Numeiri’s now- 
disbanded State Security Service, 
is charged with high treason, vio- 
lating the boycott-of-Israel law 
and seven other counts that could 
send him to the gallows on con- 
viction. 


Ismail and three other security 
officers were charged with him but 
turned state's evidence on pro- 
mise of pardons by the military- 
led government that took over 
from Numeiri after an April 6 
coup. 

More than 10.000 Ethiopian 
Jews, called Faiashas. were air- 
lifted to Israel from Sudanese fam- 
ine camps over a period of several 
months in late 1984 and early this 
year. Arab governments strongly 
condemned the operation when it 
became known, claiming it pro- 
vided manpower for Israel's 
armed forces to use against the 


Arabs. 

According to Col. Abbas, this is 
the story Ismail told: 

Tayeb summoned him and said 
Numeiri had ordered "refugees” 
to be transported out of Sudan in 
coordination with the Americans. 

Ismail and Maj.-Gen. Al Fathi 
Al Gaiti then met at the U5. emb- 
assy in Khartoum with an agent of 
the U.S. Central Intelligence 
Agency (GA) and the embassy’s 
refugee officer “to work out a 
plan” for the operation. He ide- 
ntified them as Daniel Martin and 
Jerry Weaver. 

Since Tayeb had told him all 
expenses were to be paid by the 
Americans, he received 32.000 
Sudanese pounds (SIZ8Q0) to 
dharter buses for carrying Fai- 
ashas from eastern Sudan to Kha- 
rtoum. from where some U.S. air- 
craft took off. 


Later. Col. Musa travelled to 
Washington with Tayeb and met 
with CLA and U.S Air Force off- 
icers. At the meeting. Tayeb pre- 
sented a plan for the airlift. 

The US. embassy has made no 
statement on the trial or the all- 
egations of U.S. involvement since 
hearings began on. Saturday. 

Col. Abbas 
also quoted from statements by 
two of the other security officers 
who agreed to testify for the pro- 
secution. Lt-CoL Daniel Deng 
and Maj.

AMMAN — In addition to causing bottle necks and 
public confusion, construction work on the Ministry 
of Interior Circle and the Sports City inter change s 
has seriously affected more than 70 badness est- 
ablishments , two international hotels, three petrol 
stations and other enterprises which happen to fail 
within two commercial districts sealed off from tra- 
ffic. 


The hotel's manager Said Saw- 
alba contends that in die past 12 
days the number of walk-rn-guests 
dropped by 25 per cent. Mr. Saw- 
altaa further says that the food and 
beverages sales have dropped by

Angry business owners claim, 
that over the past 12 days, their 
business has dropped by 50 per 
cent and in some cases by up to 90 
per cent and they question the fate 
of their business' during the com- 
ing 21 months, which is the est- 
imated period for the completion 
of these intersections. 

Officials at . the Amman Tra- 
nsport Development. Project 
(ATDP) argue that any huge int- 
ersection project .as “massive” 
as this, will directly ot indirectly 
affect some people at the expenses 
of the other 750.000 Jordanian 
citizens who will benefit from 
these intersections. 

Still others, such as head of the 
Traffic Engineering Department 
at the Amman Municipality 
Ahmad A1 Armouti, contend that 

* the municipality has gone out of its 
way to help solve as many public 
complaints as possible. Mr. Arm- 
outi adds; “These irritations wil] 
soon disappear after the public 
gets used to the new road div- 
ersions and detours, since no road 
has been totally blocked and all 
detours take people to all places.” 

Letter of protest 

' Forty proprietors of stores at 
the Housing Bank commercial 
complex, located on JueenNoor 
Street, have sent a protest note to 
the Housing Bank which owns the 
complex, urging them to find a 
solution to me situation to avert 
store owners being unable to 
repay their financial commitments 
to the bank and to others. The pet- 
ition, which wassigned by 40 store 
owners, said: “Our investment 
expectations are dashed we look 
for your hefr and we hope that you 

* can deal with ib is drastic situa tion . 
as. soon as possible.’'- 

1 ' The'petinOfradds: “ Wwore now' ■ 
without any customers and we are 
deeply frustrated to see the com- 
plex ceasing to exist due to these 
new road detours, which have 
taken the traffic away from the vic- 
inity of foe centre. we have rented 
our stores and paid the Housing 
Bank key money and our annual 
rent in advance hoping that our 
investment in this complex will 
bear fruit-” 

Cafe De.Roi employee. Tal’aat 
Ismail says that the cafe's annual 
rent is JD 12,000 and that the 
number of customers has dropped 
by 75 per cent in the last 12 days. 
“Those we are catering for are 
mainly the employees working in 
foe complex, and we shall be tak- 
ing our salaries from the cafe's 
invested capital which has not yet 
been repaid” Mr. Ismail says. “If 
the situation continues, we shall 
lose our jobs and become une- 
mployed” 

Um Kolthura Issawi. who is an 
employee at a bookshop in the 
complex, says that in the regular 
days sales were low but now they 
have dropped to an uneconomic 
level “We will be forced to close 
foe bookshop within three months 
if foe situation is unresolved” she 
says. 

Store owners in the complex 
interviewed by the Jordan Tones 
accuse foe Housing Bank of hav- 
ing “cheated them” when they 
rented their stores since the bank 
knew in advance about the new 
road detours. 

They also suggest that a dirt 
route linking ijueen Noor Street 
with King Hussein Street via the 
professional complex building 
should be paved and asphalted 
and that more parking lots should 
be allocated for visitors to the 
complex, ■ 

Khomry answers back 

Mr. Zuhair Khoury, director 
general of the Housing Bank and 
chairman of foe bank’s board of 
directors, defends foe bank’s, 
stand vis-a-vfe his renters' acc- 
usations. He ays: “The main road 
to this complex has always been, 
from behind the building. Even 
when there was a tot of traffic, cats 
t&re never allowed to stop in front 
of foe complex for more than five 
msunes.” 

Mr.Khoury.wboisawareofthe 
dangerous economic situation of 
.store emmets m the complex, bel- 
ieves that even with the detours, 
aB roads leading to foe complex 
are open. “It is very easy to get to 
and I believe that with such quiet 
surroun ding s and no busy traffic, 
visifcKg; to the co m plex will find 
shopping, facilities more con- 
tomie says. 

‘There are departing lots at 
&e customers disposal. Queen 
Now Street wjnefa leads to foe 


front entrance has been reopened 
and provides free parking space 
and there should be no problems 
whatsoever hindering people from 
coming to foe complex.” ’Mr. 
Khoury adds. 

Mr. Kboury further explains 
that Jordanians have known about 
these intersections for more than 
three years, but adds that nobody 
really knew -foe alternative rou- 
tes. “It was only 10 days ago that 
all of us were confronted with foe 
new traffic situation,” he says. 

The Housing Bank director 
general ruled out renters’ exp- 
ectations that foe bank might con- 
sider lowering the store rents for 
the coming two years. “We have 
done a lot of creative adv- 
ertisements and publicity to att- 
ract shoppers, why should we 
reduce our rents since foe rate of 
return for our invested capital in 
this complex is less than 2 per cent 
annually?.” Mr. Khoury rays. 

Mr. Majed AI Nimri. who is 
head of the ATDP, also says that 
no roads leading to the complex 
are blocked and that foe mam ent- 
rance to this complex has always 
been from behind the centre. 

To foe north of foe Housing 
B ank centre, lies another com- 
mercial complex, foe Ramallah 
Centre, which is located on the 
east corner of foe Interior Min- 
istry Circle. This centre is also in a

“Considering that foe hotel is 
under heavy fmancial strains to.

‘Lack of explanatory signs’ 

What frustrates Mr. Sawalha 
even more is knowing that all the 
roads leading to the hotel are 
open, but he says people are hes- 
itant to come because foe road 
signs only say “detour.” but do not 
explain foe destinations tho- 
roughly. 

Mr. Sawalha suggests that 
Amman Municip ality should inc- 
rease the number of explanatory 
road signs and he said he would 
post signs leading' to the hotel on 
his own expenses 

But Mr. Armouti rays that out 
of the 225 road. signs posted rec- 
ently. 25 per cent cany adequate 
explanatory information. “The 
A mman Municipality does not 
intend to post more signs.” be 
says. 

“The number of explanatory 
signs, posted on each major int- 
ersection are not misleading, but if 
business owners would like to post 
more explanatory road signs, this 
could be done at their own exp- 
ense ” Mr. Nimri stresses.

he says. "In the good old days, our 
main clients were the trucks and 
buses, but now it is only small cars 
which use our service,” Mr. Had- 
dadin adds. 

Mr. Haddadin also feels wor- 
ried about his business after foe 
two-yeais of construction is over 
since foe municipality has ordered 
him to remove three of the sta- 
tions’ fuel pumps to provide space 
for the four-lane street which is to 
pass in front of his station. ‘ 1 When 
these three fuel pumps are rem- 
oved. the main entrance to the sta- 
tion wil] be covered by a huge ele- 
ctricity transformer, which has 
been standing idle there for the 
past years.” Mr. Haddadin says. 
He suggests that foe transformer 
should be shifted to another area 
to make foe station’s entrance 
more visible. 

Officials from foe Jordan Ele- 
ctricity Authority were not ava- 
ilable to comment on the pos- 
sibility of removing the tra- 
nsformer during the four-months 
work on infrastructure.

Taxi drivers and taxi office 
owuers have not been excluded 
from the numerous troubles these 
new routes and interchanges have 
caused.

The petition, which was signed 
by 32 business establishments,

“taxi fares have remained unc- 
hanged although our expenses 
have increased by 25 per cent” 
These extra expenses, which are a 
direct result of foe extra distance 
we have to travel to get to and 
from foe Regency Palace Hotel, 
are paid from our own profits. Mr.

In a column carried by foe Ara- 
bic daily Sawt Al Shaab on Mon- 
day. the columnist wrote that 30 
per cent of service drivers who 
work on foe Sweileh-A mm an 
route have left their jobs since 
they believed that they were pay- 
ing an extra 25 per cent in exp- 
enses while foe original fares rem- 
ained unchanged The columnist 
suggested that either foe fare on 
this line should be increased or 
that foe service cars should be 
exempted from paying income tax 
and licences or profession fees for 
foe coming two years. 

But officials at foe Ministry of 
Transport ruled out foe possibility 
of increasing foe fares. “An inc-

“If foe ministry was to consider 
an increase, it should also study 
foe distance from foe original str- 
eet and foe nearest detour and this 
is impossible to do since foe alt- 
ernative roads are changing from 
day to day.” foe source adds. The 
source alto said foat any increase 
would harm low-income people 
using foe service taxis. 

But Mr. Nimri refutes foe all- 
egations that petrol expenses have 
increased due to the new div- 
ersions. He says that they have 
maintained a stable and standard 
pattern of consumption. “The new 
routes are always dear, there is 
rarely any traffic congestion which 
has reduced the car’s consumption 
of fuel.” Mr. Nimri says. 

Asked whether foe impact of 
foe intersections project has been 
studied taking into consideration 
tiie future of all commercial com- 
plexes which happen to be located 


on these intersections. Mr. Nimri 
says he is positive foat foe sit- 
uation of these commercial dis- 
tricts would be studied. “At foe 
Ain-Al Ghazal intersection, we 
have considered allocating a six- 
metre parking place in front of all 
the commercial centres which 
happen to fall on this road.” he 
pomts oul 

Despite foe fact that Ain Gha- 
zal commercial districts faced 
heavy financial losses due to this 
project, “we exerted all our efforts 
to make life easier for this dis- 
trict.” Mr. Nimri continues. 

Shop owners at Ain Ghazal. the 
Interior Ministry Circle and 
jueen Noor Street are que- 
stioning why workers are not wor- 
king 24-hours a day in shifts. 
“Workers have done nothing 
since they massacred all these 
roads 12 days ago.” said Moh- 
ammad Ati, a grocer in Ain Gha- 
zal. 

Again. Mr. Nimri says that 
'Amman Municipality has all- 
ocated extra land adjacent to the 
works site to carry out foe first- 
phase of foe projects which is foe 
infrastructure. “We are working 
slowly in order to avoid any drastic 
mistakes while changing the old 
infrastructures with the new.” he 
explains. “Once phase one is over. 

I guarantee that foe work will be 
increased to two or three shifts, 
especially since the project will 
come into a more clear picture.” 
Mr. Nimri adds. 

Officials state foat the Amman 
Municipality and all those inv- 
olved in this two-year project are 
ready to solve as many of the inc- 
onveniences as possible. Officials 
at foe same time call on all Jor- 
danian citizens living near the con- 
struction sites to show “more coo- 
peration and understanding as in 
foe end.

King pays tribute to Indira Gandhi on 
anniversary of Indian premier’s death 


AMMAN ‘(J.T.) - His Majesty 
Kin g Hussein has contributed to a 
volume of tributes to foe late Ind- 
ira Gandhi, former prime minister 
of India, who was assassinated on 
Oct. 31. 1984. The tributes from 
world leaders are being published 
in India on foe first anniversary of 
Mrs. Gandhi's death today. Fol- 
lowing is the text of foe King's tri- 
bute to Mrs. Gandhi: 

The late Indira Gandhi was a lea- 
der whose untimely departure was . 
felt oot only by foe people of India 
but was a tremendous loss to foe 
world at large. Her policies were 
rooted in the vision and humanity 
of foe great Mahatma Gandhi ana 
Jaw ah aria! Nehru, and reflected 
the diverse heritage of the civ- 
ilisation of India. 

She was a firm believer in foe 
concept of unity- in -diversity of 
the Indian Federation. In seeking 


to preserve this concept, she was 
made to make the ultimate sac- 
rifice. 

We. in foe Non-Aligned Mov- 
ement, were foe beneficiaries of 
her wise counsel and vision. This 
was particularly so at foe Seventh 
S umm it held in New Delhi more 
than two years ago. Under her 
able chairmanship, she sought to 
foster foe “oneness” of purpose 
linking foe members of foe mov- 
ement in meeting foe collective 
challenges they face. She sought 
to maximise foe scope of co- 
operation and the spirit of con- 
ciliation for the benefit of foe peo- 
ples of foe movement as a whole.- 

We in foe Arab World are ind- 
ebted for the valuable support 
which foe late prime minister unf- 
ailingly extended to the just causes 
of foe Arab Nation. This was esp- • 
ecially so in the case of the Pal- 
estinian people and their just pol- 


itical struggle to attain their leg- 
itimate rights. 

On foe world scene, she cha- 
mpioned the cause of dis- 
armament and worked tirelessly 
towards a more equitable int- 
ernational economic order. She 
emphasised time and again foe 
.principle of self-reliance as the 
most assured method of self- 
improvement for nations and ind- 
ividuals alike. She worked bard to 
promote foe principle of foe pea- 
ceful resolution of conflicts. 

On a personal note, I was pri- 
vileged to be among her friends 
and bad difficulty in reconciling 
myself to foe painful fact that this- 
unique leader is no longer with us. 
I think that the best tribute foat 
could be made to her memory is to 
continue her good work and uph- 
old the noble principles and causes 
to which she dedicated her life.

forms the basis for any future imp- 
rovement and progress, and the 
useful experience which some 
Arab countries have had through 
their bilateral cooperation in ind- 
ustry should serve as an example 
for wider forms of cooperation 
involving all Arab states. The past 
decade witnessed foe emergence 
of several joint Arab projects but 
that' was only a limited ach- 
ievement More efforts are req- 
uired if the Arab Nation is to meet 
foe challenges of the modern era 
and rid itself from advanced nat- 
ions’ predominance. 

“Any talk on cooperation 
among Arab countries for ach- 
ieving economic integration rem- 
ains academic unless practical 
steps are made to make it a reality 
and translate into facts all agr- 
eements on economic coo- 
peration. The Arabs should lay 
down plans and programmes for 
development and should launch 
bilateral and pan-Arab industrial 
ventures in all Arab states ben- 
efittmg from all their skilled man- 
power and financial resources. 

"Jordan, for its part, has always 
been open and dear in coo- 
rdinating its efforts with other 
Arab states and continues to mai- 
ntain contacts with Arab Common

"There is not doubt that coo- 
rdination in pan- Arab industries 
through foe AOID has been a 
sound and successful method and 
should be encouraged and pur- 
sued. 

“I sincerely hope foat within ■ 
this meeting the participants wil] 
be able to hold dialogues to exp- 
ound joint Arab projects and thus 
open foe way for new ideas in ind- 
ustrial cooperation among Arab 
states. Industrial development is 
closely linked to scientific and tec- 
hnological progress; and we in foe 
Arab World continue to import 
tens of billions of dollars worth of 
foreign industrial products, and 
continue to cany out projects 
using very costly imported tec- 
hnical equipment. But all this has 
not helped us » far to realise a 
high rate of industrial dev- 
elopment. We must insist on imp- 
orting only those technical equ- 
ipment that are conducive to our 
economic development. _ 

“We cannot build up a modem 
industry without employing suf- 
ficient manpower and sufficient 
materials and financial resources 
and without scientific research. 

“A report for the AOID mee- 
ting says foat foe implementation 
of feasibility studies on a number 
of pan-Arab projects presents a 
good opportunity for transferring 
advanced technology to foe Arab 
World and I sincerely hope foat 
Arab countries achieve this thr- 
ough AOID help and through 
cooperation wifo advanced nat- 
ions. 

“The AOID can play a sig- 
nificant part in promoting ind- 
ustrial schemes in less developed 
countries so that foe gap between 
'these countries and more adv- 
anced ones can be narrowed. 

“The AOID can and should 
help promote industry in foe occ- 
upied Arab territory where Israel 
‘is placing obstacles in foe path of 
foe industrial sector to make foe 
Arab territory’s economy totally 
dependent on Israel’s economy. 


Any help to foe Palestinian people 
in this concern is bound to help toD 
Israel’s designs and therefore we 
consider assistance to Arab ind- 
ustrial projects in foe territories 
under Israeli rale as a basic ele- 
ment in building up a strong Arab 
economy foat can preserve Arab 
identity and safeguard Palestinian 
people’s rights.

WITH THE approach of the cold and rainy season in Jordan, 
people tend to use more and more fuel oil for heating and 
lighting purposes, and tbere~is no doubt that the Ministry of 
Energy will resume a campaign, started last year, to rationalise 
energy consumption in the country, following its success in 
saving nearly JD 1 million worth of fuel between April and 
September when Jordan switched to summer time. 

But people here believe that this year’s fuel bill is bound to 
rise just the same, not that because fuel prices went up, but 
because of the excessive quantities of petrol that would be 
consumed by thousands of cars in Amman due to new road 
diversions around the two very busy zones of the Ministry of 
Interior and Sports City. The new diversions are forcing tho- 
usands of daily commuters, workers, government employees 
and the like to take longer routes to their places of work and 
homes. Taxi and sharing taxi drivers, as well as members of the 
public generally, are already complaining and demanding that 
reasonable adjustments be introduced to make up for the extra 
petrol consumption, and indeed some drivers have been con- 
templating giving up their jobs altogether or seeking other 
easier and more lucrative routes. 

Of course there are other victims of these road diversions. 
The businesses and stores and companies grouped Inside the 
Housing Bank complex, hotels located between Sports City and 
the Minis try of Interior, and even employees who find it hard to 
reach work and cannot find a regular taxi service any more, are 
among those victims. 

Some of the stores in the vicinity of the interchange projects 
have already shut down because unless they earn sufficient 
income from customers who cannot reach them now, they 
cannot meet their financial commitments. Some have com- 
plained that they cannot pay their rent or other fees or income 
tax and have appealed to the municipality, for help. One can 
imagine the number of employees who could lose their jobs due 
to lack of business and the addition they make to the rising 
number of unemployed people in Jordan. 

Hie. problem cannot and would not be solved through wis- 
hful thinking and the municipality, in cooperation with the 
concerned authorities, can and ought to find a reasonable 
solution. 

UntQ a comprehensive scheme is worked out, stores that fell 
victim to the new situation should be declared exempted from 
paying income tax and licence fees to the municipality, and we 
also suggest that new routes or side streets be opened leading to 
the affected zone. 

Since the interchanges are expected to be of value to Amman 
and the country as a whole then it is only fair and just to say that 
benefits should not come at the expense of any sector or group 
in our society.

Al Ra’i: Real Israeli politics 

THE VOTE of confidence given to the present Israeli coalition was 
in reality a reaffirmation of Zionist policies and not a defeat for the 
Likud. 

This is simply so because both parties which form the coalition 
have identical views vis-a-vis Israel's interests, and 1x3th agree on the 
need to perpetuate Israel's occupation of Arab land and are det- 
ermined to foil A rab countries’ attempts to achieve a durable peace. 

Therefore, one can conclude that the vote of confidence was more 
or less a renewed support for the present government led by Shimon 
Peres and bent on achieving the objectives of world Zionism in the 
Arab World.

For the moment, Washington is departing from earlier trends 


SAN FRANCISCO — I must 
say it once again: perhaps I 
have been wrong in theanalysis 
I have been presenting my rea- 
ders. What I see happening 
now in Washington is a sharp 
departure from trends that 
seemed to be becoming str- 
onger despite their slowness in 
developing. 

I had thought that the U.S. 
was gradually moving towards 
the A rab World the way it had 
towards China. The analogy 
was simple ... too simple.

Peru's new president has a winning way with him. Recently, he per- 
sonally dished out cheques to peasant farmers. He is tackling debts , 

drugs and corruption in unusual ways Doreen Gillespie outlines his 

style. 

LIMA — After Alan Garcia's 10 
weeks or so in office. Peruvians 
are gradually gening used to the 
populist habits of their 36- 
year-old president. His most cha- 
racteristic move is to make imp- - 
ortant policy pronouncements 
during impromptu appearances 
on the balcony of the palace in the 
centre of old Lima, or at provincial 
rallies which he holds tirelessly up 
and down the country. 

Typical of his style was a recent 
visit to the southern Andes where, 
instead of promising economic 
aid. he took a series of cheques 
with him worth 30 billion soles 
(SI .99 million) and handed them 
out as direct assistance. In the 
bleak upland plateau of Puno. Sr. 

Garcia told peasant farmers that 
their 20 billion cheque would go 
towards building small-scale irr- 
igation projects and dams, as well 
as alpaca fibre production and 
food crops. 

Puno is one of Peru's poorest 
regions and during his brief term 
in office. Sr. Garcia has stressed 
.the need to devote more attention 
to rural poverty. Because of Peru's 
poor infrastructure and rugged 
terrain, his aim is to boost food 
production in these areas to inc- 
rease the level of self-sufficiency 
via cheap credit, cost-price fer- 
tilisers and a fund for floor prices. 

Raising living standards is esp- 
ecially important in those areas of 
the southern Andes where the 
Maoist guerrilla group. Sendero 
Luminoso (Shining Path) is active. 

Improving rural incomes is just 
one leg of President Garcia's pol- 
icy of combating Sendero Lum- 
inoso guerrilla activity. He has ;et 
out to dean up the armed fort es 
image and ensure that it does not 
become tainted, as in the past, by 
allegations of peasant massacres 
which have undermined the cre- 
dibility of the security forces. 

He has dismissed Gen. Cesar 
Enrico Praelli. head of the joint 
chiefs of staff, after an official inv- 
estigation implicated the army in 
killings of civilians in the Aya- 
cucho region of the southern 
Andes. 

A move to decentralise gov- 
ernment Ls linked to this policy of 
improving rural incomes. As a 
symbolic gesture. Sr. Garcia rec- 
ently held a cabinet meeting in 
Cuzco in southern Peru, which 
approved the first measures of 
what promises to be a dec- 
entralisation of both the adm- 
inistration and state services. 

The new government has end- 
orsed its predecessor's policy of 
supporting counter- trade deals. 

Creditors have been encouraged 
to seek payment in goods, esp- 
ecially non- traditional products. 

Actions sucb as these have been 
consistent with this radical nat- 
ionalist’s electoral pledges. He has 
also been consistent in following 
through with the pledge to limit 
Peru's debt-service payments to 

10 per cent of exports. The 1986 
budget has earmarked $320 mil- 
lion for debt-service when nearly 
S5.1 billion is due in principal and 
interest on Peru’s $14 billion for- 
eign debt next year. 

Peru’s international creditors 
have been informed of this policy 
and initially Sr. Garcia sought to 
call banks in the country’s debt 
advisory group to -a meeting in 
Lima. However, the banks made it 1 
plain they were unwilling to accept 
this kind of summons to the Per- 
uvian capital. Instead, low-level 
exploratory talks have begun thr- 
ough a delegation to Lima. 

While Sr. Garcia has behaved as 
expected over debt, he has caused 
some surprise in his government's 
dealings with the foreign oil com- 
panies. Some days ago. he ann- 
ounced during a provincial rally 
that the contracts of three foreign 

011 companies — Occidental. 

Belco and Bridas — which pro- 
duce two thirds of Peru's oil. had 
been rescinded by decree.

The companies have 90 days in 
which to negotiate new terms; but 
the government also says the 
companies will have to invest an 
estimated $500 million which had 
been deducted in controversial tax 
credits over the past four years. 

Some industry sources hope 
the measure is mainly for internal 
political consumption before the 
government gives oil companies 
promised new incentives to pro- 
mote exploration. But the emp- 
hasis on taxes is reminiscent of the 
old quarrel with the International 
Petroleum Company, a Standard 
Oil of California subsidiary, which 
was nationalised in October 1968 
during the first days of General 
Juan Velasco’s military gov- 
ernment. 

Petroperu has sent 60 engineers 
to oversee oil production at 
Belco’s offshore platforms. Occ- 
idental's jungle fields and at the 
secondary recovery operations on 
the northern coast operated by the 
Occidental-Bridas consortium. 

Petroperu also said it would 
take over the companies’ ins- 
tallations if agreement on new 
contracts was not reached within 
the 90 days. 

The government, prior to this 
move, had indicated it was keen to 
attract foreign investment, esp- 
ecially to promote further oil exp- 
loration. The industry is waiting to 
see whether the ending of the con- 
tracts was aimed more at winning 
popular support than against the 
oil companies themselves# 

Belco. a wholly-owned sub- 
sidiary of InterNorth of the U.S.. 
has invested $58 million in Peru 
since it started operations in 1960; 
Occidental estimates its gross Inv- 
estment between 1971 and 1984 
at $1.4 billion. 

Domestically. Sr. Garcia’s pri- 
ority is to damp down on Peru's 
huge illegal drugs trade and the 
corruption which has been spa- 
wned in its wake. Security forces 
have begun to mount a joint ope- 
ration in the northeast jungle in 
co-operation with the Colombians 
and the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Agency. 

The police force is being cle- 
aned up with a spate of high-level 
sackings. The latest baLch occ- 
urred with the premature ret- 
irement of 126 officers up to the 
rank of general. The government 
has apparently opted for pre- 
mature retirement as being easier 
than lengthy, and possibly inc- 
onclusive. legal proceedings aga- 
inst those allegedly involved in 
corruption. 

Sr. Garcia's moves on the drugs 
front have to some extent mol- 
lified the U.S. Administration, 
which is concerned by the anti- 
wrican tone of some of his sta- 
tements. 

.As for the package of austerity 
measures introduced in early 
August, it is too early to judge 
their effectiveness in curbing 
Peru’s galloping inflation. In 
August, the cost of living index 
rose 1 0.8 per cent against 10.3 per 
cent the previous month, acc- 
ording to the statistics institute. 

However, the authorities hope 
that this high level of inflation ref- 
lects the roll-over effect of price 
rises in July before the gov- 
ernment introduced a price freeze 
— Financial Times news feature. 


ords in Lebanon between 
Shfa.

Of course, the other key 
element in the U.S. shift 
away from the Arab 
World is Israel. Geariy the 
Reagan administration was not 
about to risk offending pro- 
Israeli sentiment in Congress in 
order to force a settlement of 
the Palestinian issue. 

But now Reagan may bel- 
ieve he has scored well on two 
fronts. The new warmth vis- 
a-vis the Soviet Union is gen- 
erally popular in the U.S. bec- 
ause of the fear of nuclear war. 
There is little public concern 
about Lebanon in the U.S. 
because there are few Leb- 
anese and even fewer Syrians 
in the U.S. If a pro-Soviet Syria 
masterminds a settlement in 
Lebanon, few Americans 
would care. 


And to make the picture 
even more attractive to the 
Reagan people is the fact that 
Syria ana Israel, on the surface 
such bitter enemies, in reality 
have taken completely correct 
attitudes towards each other. 
There is- no tension on the 
Syrian-Israeli battle front! 

So why should the U.S. 
worry so much about Egypt or 
Jordan or Saudi A rabia? Egypt 
has nowhere else to go. It has 
no choice but to stick to foe 
U.S. on which it has become as 
dependent as once was the 
Shah’s Iran. As to the Saudis, 
their oil is less important in 
world markets than in the past, 
and they too have no place else 
to go. 

And as to the Iran-Iraq war. 
a stalemate seems to have set 
in. making it unlikely that eit- 
her side wfll win. So from Was- 
hington's perspective, its own 
interests are best served if it 
continues to back Israel, acc- 
epts the Syrian-arranged set- 


tlement in Lebanon, and dow- 
ngrades its relations with the 
moderate Arab states- 

Of course, as I think back, it 
is also true that the U.S. pro- 
bably would have made such 
daring moves towards China 
had it not been for the Sino- 
Soviet conflict- the dilemma 
the U.5. faced in Vietnam, and 
an arms race with the Soviet 
Union that was beginningto 
heat up again in the late 19o0s- 

The U.S. and. of course, the 
Israelis, now hope that the Pal- 
estinians will vanish as an issue. 
The Israelis will be happy to 
exploit the Palestinians as 
low-wage labour which, like 
blacks in South Africa, cannot 
spent the night on Israeli ter- 
ritory. And even if the Pal- 
estinians should resort to occ- 
asional terrorism, the U.5. can 
mount a cowboy hunt against 
them, pleasing public opinion 
at home. 



Yet in the long run l stDI bel- 
ieve that 2 am correct. I do not 
believe that the Arab World 
will Call back into the kind of 
passivity that Washington and 
Tel Aviv desire. As happened 
with China, so for the Arabs 
and Muslims in general, the 
awakening has begun and it 
will continue. 



U.S. embassies could turn into bunkers

WASHINGTON — Bombings in. 
Beirut, hostage-takings in the 
Middle East and fears of anti- 
American violence in many areas 
are sparking a security drive that 
could turn some U.S. embassies 
into bunkers. 

U.S. officials say that lowering 
the risks of representing the Uni- 
ted States abroad means that some 
embassies, well-known landmarks 
in some foreign capitals, will be 
moved to quiet suburbs where 
they can be better protected. 

There are also plans for others 
to be strengthened like fortresses 
while in some areas, officials said, 
host country nationals tra- 
ditionally employed in such 
support-staff jobs as maid and sec- 
retary will be replaced by Ame- 
ricans. 

After the bombing of the U.S. 
embassy annexe in Beirut in 1 984. 
President Reagan said: “Rem- 
ember, an emhassy is not a bun- 
ker: You can’t build a fortress and 
hunker down. You’re there to do 
business with the people of that 
country." 

But some analysts now fear 
America's envoys might end up 
isolated in just such a manner 
under a 3.5 -billion -do liar pro- 
gramme under way to improve 
overseas mission facilities with 
heavy stress on security. 

A commission headed by ret- 
ired Admiral Bobby Inman, for- 
merly a top U.S. intelligence off- 
icial. recommended earlier this 
year a radical overhaul of the U.S. 
presence abroad to make Ame- 
ricans less vulnerable to terrorist 
attack. 

Its findings seem to challenge 
Reagan’s “bunker" comment 

The report said Americans abr- 
oad were increasingly threatened 
by “calculated terror campaigns— 
psychological conflict waged by 
nation or sub-group against nation 
with an ever-broadening range of 
targets, weapons and tactics.” 

This was especially the case in 
the Middle East, Western Europe 
and Latin America, it said. 

The panel’s most sweeping rec- 
ommendation. now being acted on 
by the U.S. government, was sim- 
ply to rebuild or move 126 of the 
262 embassy, or other buildings 
overseas, along with 210 that 
house other diplomatic-type ope- 
rations like the U.S. Information 
Agency (USI A) or the Agency for. 
International Development. 

Citing site inspections done by 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
(GA). the report said that about 
half the present U.S. buildings 
were at risk. 

Some lacked sufficient room for 
external perimeter barriers.” it 
said. This meant they were less 
than 100 feet from a road, making 
it difficult to erect a wall and sta- 
tion guards. 

Others shared easily penetrated 


walls with an adjacent building 
and some were ruled deficient 
simply because they shared qua- 
rtets with foreigners: ’. ..... I 

-“Being on .the busiest or most 
fashionable street or comer may 
have been an asset in earlier 
days," the report says. “Today it is 
a liability." 

The report did not disclose 
which embassies fell into these 
categories for fear of emb- 
arrassing host countries. 

An increasingly security- 
conscious state department is gea- 
ring up to find safer quarters in a 
programme with a current price 
tag of some $3.5 billion over five 
years. 

Architects and consulting eng- 
ineers have been retained to rec- 
ommend ways to secure overseas 
installations. Among their sug- 
gestions are anti-rocket mesh- 
netting on the walls of some emb- 
assies. building concrete barriers 
on nearby roadways and eli- 
minating side and rear alleys that 
are difficult to guard. 

The department has also started 
to act on another aspect of the 
report — replacing foreign wor- 
kers who could be spies or sym- 
pathetic to political enemies with 
Americans. 

Officials said bids have been put 
out to personnel firms to get U.S. 
civilians for posts long held by 
Soviets at the embassy in Moscow, 
for instance. While the Soviet 
Union has long been self- 
sufficient in Washington, over half 
the 400 posts at America’s Mos- 
cow mission are held by Soviet cit- 
izens. 

The jobs to be filled by Ame- 
ricans range from labourers to tra- 
vel agents who book tickets for the 
embassy. 

“Pretty soon, the embassy mec- 
hanic w31 come from our Georgia, 
not theirs." one U.S. official 
joked. 

But some of these protective 
measures have raised concern 
among diplomats and politicians 
that a bunker mentality could 
develop and impede the essential 
diplomatic mission. 

Edwin Feulner. chairman of the 
U.S. Advisory Commission on 
Public Diplomacy, says the sec- 
urity drive could damage the cul- 
tural and educational programmes 
of the USI A. for instance. 

As ooe example, he cited moves 
under way in an Asian capital, 
which he asked not be identified, 
where the U.S. embassy is being 
shifted seven mDes ( 1 1 km) out of 
city centre to a diplomatic enclave 
the host government is dev- 
eloping. 

“There is only one thing wrong 
with this." Feulner said. "By ret- 
reating to the suburban enclave, 
the agency will become ina- 
ccessible to most of the people it is 
trying to reach.” 

He worries that local journalists 
will no longer get the American 
view, students will be less likely to 
use the library and films and 


tuners will lose much of their aud- 
ience.. 

While hot' opposed to moving 
embassies to safer spots. FeuIneP 
says he has urged the government 
to be more flexible when it must 
decide on dragging along other 
parts of the U.S. overseas pre- 
sence such as the US1A. 

In shaip contrast to U.S. fears 
for terrorist attacks against Ame- 
rican embassies, few foreign mis- 
sions seem to worry much about 
security in Washington. 

For those that do care, this pro- 
ject may provide a solution. ' / 

“I can do here with three sec- 
urity posts whatittakes 33 posts to 
do elsewhere.” says James Edgins 
as he proudly shows a visitor aro- 
und the hilly site, several miles 
northwest of the White House. 
that will eventually be home to 22 
embassies now scattered around 
Washington. 

So far. only Intelsat, the int- 
ernational space satellite con- 
sortium. and a curious com- 
bination of embassies — those of 
Israel. Jordan. Kuwait and Bah- 
rain — have relocated to this dip- 
lomatic zone known as the int- 
ernational centre project. 

The project was inspired by a 
1962 convention held in Vienna 
on the subject of ensuring the saf- 
ety of diplomats. 

The residents were lured to the 
hill by the offer of relatively low- 
cost leases as well as promise of 
greater security than Was- 
hington's city-centre buildings 
could provide. 

Edgins. the project's manager, 
says there are plans for new emb- 
assies to be built by, among others. 
Ghana. Bangladesh, the Yemen 
Arab Republic. Jatar and some 
Latin American countries that 
have agreed to lease the land from 
the U.S. government. 

The 2.000 to 3,000 diplomats 
who will work and live there by the 
turn of the century are to be sur- 
rounded by a high-tech iron fence 
which . Edgins says . can stop a cha- 
rge by a fully-loaded cement truck 
at 25 miles per hour. 

Television cameras, sensors and 
other sophisticated devices will 
also help keep out unwanted int- 
ruders in what its planners hope 
will be a safe haven for embassies 
that are now easy prey. 

“While a lot of them (foreign 
governments) see this as a great 
idea and have spoken for the sites, 
it is going to take maybe 10 or 20 
years in some cases for them to get 
the money to buDd here,” says 
Edgins. 

With the security-man’s ideal 
still years off. a recent sunny day 
found a tone US. secret service 
guard on duty near the bottom of 
the hilL watching workers clear 
embassy sites from his perch on a 
motor bike. 

The ornamental iron gates of 
the Arab embassies atop the hill 
stood open. A tlsraers embassy by 
contrast, guards monitored an 
array of television screens and 


control panels inside a com- 
pound surrounded by a reinforced 
steel. wall. ..... 

"While the Israelis "add a few 
other nations — notably the Sov^ 
let Union and its East bloc allies — 
take special pains to .ensure the 
security of their Washington mis- 
sions. most embassies simply rely 
on U.S. government protection. 

And although there have been 
scattered threats against ind- 
ividual diplomats, the U.S. capital 
has been blessed with relatively 
few embassy security scares. 

Police sources say there is rarely 
any political motivation for such 
trouble as does crop up involving 
Washington envoys. More likely, 
they said, the rows stem from hard 
feelings stirred up by car accidents 
or unpaid bills. 

Even so. some experts fear the 
placid situation to date has built a 
false sense of security and say the 
United States should start str- 
engthening its protective efforts. 

Inman's study urged Was- 
hington to attend to improved 
security for guest officials if it 
wants the same for Americans 
abroad. 

"Demands for protective ser- 
vices continue to rise as more nat- 
ions and officials are subjected to 
the threat of terrorist acts." said 
the report to Secretary of State 
George Shultz. "The issue of rec- 
iprocity demands that we provide 
comparable protection to that 
which we expect overseas." 

The experts were disturbed that 
a variety of government security 
groups. local police and even pri- 
vate security firms guard foreign, 
missions and official visitors. 

It cited the “inexplicable cur- 
rent practice in which the secret 
service protects a visiting head of 
state or government while the 
Department of State's security- 
protects that individual's family 
and/or the accompanying foreign 
minister... ” 

Concerns about lax se c u r i ty 
were underscored on a recent aft- 
ernoon visit by a reporter to A ran- 
dom selection of foreign mss ions 
along Washington's “embassy 
row." 

In a two-block stretch that inc- , 
luded a dozen embassies, only 
three uniformed secret service 
guards were visible, all standing 
outside the Australian embassy. 

No guards were oh duty next 
door at the Philippine embassy. A . 
visitor entered without hindrance 
there and at the nearby embassies 
of Peru, Trinidad and Tobago. 
Chile. Iraq and Argentina. Guard 
posts were in some cases una- 
ttended or non-existent. Rec- 
eption rooms were easily entered. 

The main exception was the 
Soviet embassy where secret ser- 
vice guards were posted around, 
the building, a few blocks from die 
White House, and security nton-- 
itors. Russian-speaking guards 
and spiked- iron fences barred 
casual visitors. 
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Polyculture: A unique method of fish raising in China

THE COMMON practice of fish 
culture is to slock ponds or rivers 
with just one single species of fish. 
But Chinese fish tanners have 
developed a unique method in 
their 1. 000-year-long history of 
aquaculture of raising various spe- 
cies together to utilise fully the 
space and food available. 

Although this method of “pol- 
y ad jure” involves various species 
which feed- on different types of 
food and dwell at different depths 
of water, the Chinese fish farmers 
select the right types and die right 
numbers of each species for an 
eootogically harmonious balance. 

' Grass carp, a common species 
along the Pearl River basin in sou- 
thern China, is bred along with sil- 
ver carp and bighead carp. Fee- 
ding mainly on grass and other 
plants, thegrass carp is a big eater, 
but it cannot digest well whole 
plant cells, and excretes many int- 
act and undigested, plant cells, 
which decompose and nurture 
plankton in the water. The pro- 
liferation of plankton competes 
with grass carp for oxygen and fer- 
tilizes the water, rendering it unfit 
for grass carp, which prefers dear 
water. So Chinese fish farmers mix 
grass carp with silver carp and big- 
head* carp, which are plankton 
feeders throughout life. WbQe 
grass carp dwells at midwater in 
the pond, and silver carp and big- 
head carp stay cm the surface, and 
by feeding on the proliferating 


plankton' from the grass carp’s 
excreta:, they reduce the fertility of 
the water and make it suitable 
again for grass carp. 

The combination of various 
species in polyculture varies from 
place to place in C hina , but the 
principle is to choose the species 
whose habits and food cycle ben- 
eficially in a dham. 

Lin Haoren, chairman of the 
Biology Department of China’s 
Zhongshan University, said that 
mixed culture of the four major 
Chinese carps — grass, silver, big- 
bead and black carp — had been 
carried outin China as early as the 
Ming dynasty (1368-1644). Since 
then, polyculture as an important 
principle and widespread tec- 
hnique has been applied 1 more and 
more in the fish culture of China. 
Monoculture is still used, but gen- 
erally only for fry and finger-lings 
up to about three centimetres 
long. 

In the temperate and sub- 
tropical regions of China, the 
growth period for cultured fish 
often lasts seven to eight months. 
The Yangtze and Pearl Rivers bas- 
ins are located in climates in which 
fish can be bred continuously thr- 
oughout the year. In 1984 China 
produced about 1.85 million tons 
of fish from freshwater fish cul- 
ture. the largest production of cul- 
tured freshwater fish in the world. 

In the mixture of different spe- 
cies. there are generally one or 
two principal species. 50 per cent 
of die total population of fish sto- 


cked in the ponds, and four or five 
— or as many as a dozen — com- 
patible species cultured with 
them. 

The principal species, said Pro- 
fessor Lin. is determined by four 
factors — the availability of fish 
fry and fingeriings. availability of 
feed locally, fertility of the water 
and market conditions. 

Along the Yangtze River, 
where gastropods and bivalves 
abound, the principal species is 
usually black carp, which feeds on 
gastropods and bivalves. But in 
die Pearl River basin, there are.no 
large amounts of gastropods and 
bivalves, so the principal species is 
■plant-feeder grass carp. 

Since the fertility of water has 
an effect on the growth of fish, 
silver carp or bighead carp should 
generally be the principal species 
for fertile water, and grass carp for 
less-fertile water. 

A more traditional type of pol- 
yculture practised in China is to 
rear fish of different species and 
various sizes in the same pond 
from fingeriing to marketable size. 
During the rearing period, those 
fish that have grown big enough 
wilt be removed and new fry 
added to maintain a stable sto- 
cking density. 

Over recent decades, a new 
method — multigrade polyculture 
— has become popular in China. 
Much more .labour is required for 
this method as it necessitates rai- 
sing the fish in a series of ponds. 


from fry to marketable size. The 
fry grow in one pond* and when 
they grow up into fingeriings. they 
are -caught and put into other 
ponds; after ’the fingeriings grow 
bjgger. they are again put into 
another pond. There are usually 
four to sk grades of ponds for the 
mix-cultured fish to grow from fry 
to marketable size. 

The benefit of this method, said 
Professor Lin. ‘is that it provides 
enough living space and food for 
the fish to grow and increases die 
yield."" 

The progress of polyculture is 
also measured by the increase in 
the numbers of species to be mix- 
cultured. In Guangdong province 
before £978. there were just three 
species used in polyculture, but 
now more than 15 species are 
used. 

SP TDapia originates in Africa, 
but a cross species is now used by 
more and more Chinese fish far- 
mers as the principal species in 
their polyculture, because the fish 
feeds on a variety of food, grows 
faster and the yield is high . 

Traditionally, few carnivorous 
fish have been reared in China. 
With the growing market demand 
for it. Chinese fish fanners also 
began to mix-culture it by either 
putting the small-size ones of this 
species with the big-size non- 
carnivorous ones or by stocking 
the ponds with this species after 
non -carnivorous ones have grown 
bigger — China features.

BUENOS AIRES — A concert by 
Mercedes Sosa is like a cross bet- 
ween a political rally and a foo- 
tball final. 

With a voice of velvet which has 
the power to fill a stadium, the 
50-year-old Argentine is one of 
Latin America's favourite per- 
formers.- She is "an Indian who 
sings of her people and a strident 
opponent or military regimes. 

At the concert, left-wing party 
flags flutter alongside the banners 
of exile groups, the crowds chant 
in anticipation of their favourite 
□umbers, the audience is a sea of 
dancing bodies. 

Sosa, a stocky, dark-skinned 
woman with the broad features 
and jert»lack hair of her native 
Tucuman.praKBBce.is in complete 
c 9°S r «!t 

Her songs speak of struggle and 
oppression and of the dow- 
ntrodden victims of Latin Ame- 
rica’s turbulent politics. 

She casts scorn on Argentina’s 
former military rulers, speaking of 
the. dead, rather than the “dis- 
appeared.” in the armed forces' 
“dirty war”" that forced her to 
leave her homeland in 1979. 


“I ain a woman of the left,” 'she 
toid Reuters in an interview bet- 
ween rehearsals at a huge indoor 
sports stadium in Buenos Aires. 

One of her most popular songs. 
“Gracias a la Vida” (Thanks be to 
life), written by the Chilean 
song-writer Violetta Parra, has 
become an anthem of anti- 
government protest in that cou- 
ntry. 

Sosa refuses to perform in Chile 
while General Augusto Pinochet 
the author of a bloody coup that 
ousted Marxist president Salvador 
Allende in 1973. rules. ' 

“T am .not going to sing in Chile 
until Pinochet falls. I will sing for 
the' Chilean people when they 
have democracy." she said. 

She also refuses to sing in other 
Latin American dictatorships like 
Paraguay and. until recently. Uru- 
guay. .. , . • .• 

‘T am not interested in. (singing 
in) oountries where they don’t 
respect human rights." she added. 

“We sing so that never again 
will injustices return. We sing so 
that never again will there be the 
disappeared. We talk and we sing 
so that never again will there be 
blacklists." ' 

Mercedes Sosa knows about 
blacklists. Soon after the military 


came to power in Argentina in 
1976. she found that many of her 
songs had been banned by the new 
regime. 

In 1978. while performing at a 
concert in the provincial town of 
La Plata, police burst onto the 
stage and (fragged her off to prison 
together with 350 members of the 
audience. 

Sosa was held for 18hours. told 
she was a “red stain’* on her cou- 
ntry, then released on payment of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Aware of her luck in a land 
where thousands had already van- 
ished in detention camps of the 
mOitary regime, she left Argentina 
for Europe and did not come back 
until the return of democracy in , 
1982. 

Linked repeatedly with the 
Communist' Party, she refuses to 
discuss her polilical.-affiliations- 
but says she- is “a r woman* of 
peace.” 

She admits to helping raise 
money for youth groups who went 
to Nicaragua to pick the coffee 
harvest last year “because the 
Nicaraguan people are veiy poor, 
really they need help. All the 
world should lend a band to Nic- 
aragua and El Salvador because 
they are suffering many pro- 


blems." 

“What I try to do most is to 
persuade them (audiences) to 
work to unite the Latin A merican 
continent” Sosa said. 

“Democracy is a very fragile 
thing. You have to be very careful, 
day by day.” she said. 

She takes her materia! from the 
writings of Latin American poets. 
Her songs cover the length and 
breadth of the continent, from ref- 
rains of the near-extinct Indian 
tribes of southern Argentina, thr- 
ough the Tangos of Buenos Aires 
‘and the Sambas of Brazil to the 
Ranchero tunes of Mexico. 

‘ She sings of love and of death — 
a favourite theme, she says, in her 
native Argentina. 

Explaining the Argentine fas-, 
cination with death in song, she 
breaks, in mid-interview, into an 
elegy for A rgen tine-born guerrilla 
fighter and cult hero Ernesto 
“Che" Guevara, killed in Bolivia 
in 1968. 

But on stage, there is little of the 
mournful in her performance. 

- Beating her Indian base drum, 
waving a bulbous stick to emp- 
hasise a theme, her hand- weaved 
coat billowing around her. she is a 
giant of the Latin American folk 
scene. 


Airships: Famine relief raised to new heights? 

New-model blimps may be the latest technical innovation in famine 
relief. Andy Crump is a London-based freelance journalist spe- 
cialising in environment and development issues. 


LONDON — Drought-stricken 
Africans look to the sues for the 
rains that will case their desperate 
plight. In future droughts, they 
may receive some oomfort in loo- 
king ip and sighting an airship. 

“Airships” (also known as 
bumps or 'non-rigid airships’), 
kept aloft by huge bags of a 
Ugnter-than-air gase such as hel- 
ium. have been around for about a 
ceotuiy. Now improvments in 
fear design may make them ideal 
for famine relief.

A major disadvantage of con- 
ventional airships is that the mast 
they require for mooring during 
unloading must be carried ove- 
rland to mooring sites. Mooring is 
necessary while ballast is added to 
die ship to compensate for the 
off-loaded cargo. This virtually 
negates the advantage of being 
independent of road, rail or land 
ronahions. 

Up to 10 tonnes can be unl- 
oaded from the RSI while it floats, 
before there is a need to take on 
ballast or moor the ship. The ship 
will also be able to carry its own 
mast, whidi can be lowered to the 
ground, together with a ground 
crew to secure it.

that “these new airships will be 
built too late fonour African relief 
effort, but when one is built.

Oxfam’s Field Director in Eth- 
iopia. has also expressed interest 
in the use of airships. 

In remote rural areas, the use of 
airships with large payloads of 
essential equipment could sig- 
nificantly reduce the costs of 
large-scale development projects 
such as road -building, irrigation 
or hydroelectric power schemes. 
The Brazilian authorities have 
already admitted that, if the RSI 
had been available, they could 
have saved mflbons of dollars on 
flic hydropower project at Itaipu. 
Brazil. 

The Chinese and Zimbabwean 
governments are among those that 
have expressed an interest in the 
airship. If it fulfills its promise, the 
RSI could pick up as many as 200 
people at a time from disaster- 
struck regions: It could have saved 
many lives during last year's flo- 
ods in Bangladesh — Earthscan 
feature.

Soviets blame drinking habits on the. West

MOSCOW — The Soviet aut- 
horities' campaign against vodka 
took a new tack this week when an 
article asserted lhat Soviets were 
historically teetotallers w'ho were 
corrupted into drinking by Wes- 
terners. 

The article, in the magazine 
Novoye Vremya (New Times), 
also contested the view of his- 
torians that heavy drinking has for 
centuries pervaded all levels of the 
society by saying the worst off- 
enders were noblemen and cle- 
rgymen. not ordinary people. 

The article appealed to some of 
the deepest trails in the Soviet 
character — a sense that for- 
eigners have always lain behind 
Soviet problems, and that com- 
mon Soviet folk are. at least pot- 
entially. the mosr spiritually pure 
in die world. 

Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. concerned at the effect of 
drinking on the economy and soc- 
ial life, began the anti-vodka drive 
in June, reducing selling hours, 
ordering a cutback in liquor out- 
put aud-stiffening punishments for 
drunkenness. 

After months of exhortations at 
factories and Communist Party 
meeting and in the official press 
and television, the Novoye Vre- 
mya article marked an attempt to 
justify the campaign by placing it 
in an historical tradition. 


Written by a doctor, named L- 
Bogdanovich, the article noted 
there were precedents in Soviet 
propies history for a total ban on 
drinking — during World War I. 
when the Tsarist authorities fea- 
red vodka would render conscripts 
unable to fight, and in the early 
years of Bolshevik rule up to 
1925. 

Bogdanovich continued: “Here 
and there the opinion occurs — 
and Western propaganda willingly 
spreads this sham thesis — that 
drunkenness is an age-old vice of 
the Russians, that d rinking was a 
custom of our forefathers and that 
this vice cannot be eradicated by 
any measures.” 

He said ancient Russian chr- 
onicles disproved this view. 
“From them, it is clear that the 
Russian people had no concept of 
hard drink but drank honey in its 
different forms.” 

■ He'said foreign merchants bro- 
ught beer into Russia in the 14th 
century and imported wine app- 
eared in the 15th. "It was only 
then that the Russians learned 
how to make beer and home- 
brewed alcohol." 

As forvodka. the national drink 
distilled from grain, “it was Wes- 
tern Europe which made a present 
of vodka to Russia." Accounts 
differed, he wrote, on whether 
vodka bad co me from Germany or 
had been introduced to Russia by 
merchants from Genoa, now an 
Italian city. 

At first it Was only Tsarist nob- 


lemen and administrators who 
took up the Western habit. Bog- 
danovich said, citing a report from 
an assembly summoned by Tsar 
Ivan the Terrible in 1551 which 
said the upper classes engaged in 
memorable orgies of fighting and 
drinking. 

“It was not the Russian people, 
but the highest religious leaders 
and others with power who drank 
Umitlessly. swore, quarrelled, fou- 
ght till the blood flowed and were 
debauched." 

By using the emotive word 
“narod" for ordinary Soviet, the 
author drew on a long tradition of 
distinguishing between common 
people, seen as spiritually upright 
and close to. the soil, and other 
classes such as merchants and nob- 
lemen viewed as corrupted by 
money, power and foreign inf- 
luences. 

The author quoted a Western 
traveller in the middle, ages who 
praised the strength and simplicity 
of Russians who ran into the str- 
eets in winter, rubbed themselves 
with snow and then took a hot 
bath without falling ill. 

The message was that, if the 
“narod” obeyed Gorbachev's call 
not to drink, they would return to 
the state of spiritual and physical 
health which they enjoyed before 
they succumbed to the Western- 
induced drinking habits of their 
former masters. 

Some .historians would qualify 
the article's assertion that dri- 


nking entered Russia from the 
West. Grand Prince Vladimir of 
Kiev, a 1 Oth-century ruler, is fam- 
ous for saying that drink had been 
“the joy of the Russes'* since time 
immemorial. 

But a Western influence in later 
times is undeniable. The 18th- 
century Tsar Peter the Great, an 
awesome drinker, staged many 
bouts with a Swiss adventurer. 

, Francis Lefort. Peter set up a dri- 
nking society with bizarre rituals 
which was known as "the all- 
joking. all-drunken synod of fools 
and jesters.” 

Bogdanovich quoted a passage 
from Lenin which accused the 
Tsarist authorities of viewing alc- 
ohol as a way to boost state rev- 
enues from sales taxes and which 
suggested drinking would hamper 
workers in fulfilling their rev- 
olutionary destiny. 

But he also sketched a picture of 
pre-revolutionary imperial Rus- 
sia in which non-Bolshevik tem- 
perance movements were on the 
march and in whidi the most emi- 
nent figures, such as author Leo 
Tolstoy, were strongly opposed to 
drink. • 

The implication was that drink 
is alien not just to Communism 
but to the entire Russian tradition. 

"In modern Soviet life dru- 
nkenness is above all a sign of dis- 
soluteness. a result of bad upb- 
ringing and a tribute ... to a slavish 
attitude to harmful habits of old.” 
Bogdanovich said. 


Tackling the pirates who produce sour notes 


Singapore is the world’s biggest centre of music “ piracy " - cassette 
Japes recorded and sold illegally. But the tune is about to change, 
reports Chris Sherwell. 


SINGAPORE - A recent Sim 
gapore police raid on a shop sel- 
ling pirated music cassette tapes 
turned up an intriguing find: a 
compilation album which included 
songs by a Singaporean pop music 
group, Tokyo Square. 

In the world's biggest music pir- 
acy centre, local artistes and pro- 
ducers are now starting to suffer 
the fate of their better-known 
Western counterparts. 

Apple Computer, a few days 
before this, had won a permanent 
High Court injunction forbidding 
15 local companies from dealing 
in fake software. Apple had pre- 
viously won two cases ag a inst ret- 
ailers of counterfeit computer 
products, but the latest action on 
pirated software was a bre- 
akthrough. 

Both developments occurred 
around the time of a visit by a 
high-powered U.S. government 
technical delegation specialising 
in intellectual property. 

The team, which included exp- 
erts from the Library of Con- 
gress’s Copyright Office and from 
the Patent and Trademark Office, 
pored over a draft copy of Sin- 
gapore's proposed new Copyright 
Law — a bulky document long 
awaited by foreign publishers, 
producers, performers and aut- 
hors. not to. mention computer 
companies. 

These interests all see Sin- 
gapore as a pirate's haven. The 
island state exports lens of mil- 
lions of illicit pre-recorded cas- 
sette tapes annually, sells copies of 
widely-used computer software at 
a fraction of normal retail costs 
and reproduces bound pho- 
tocopies of expensive textbooks at 
student-budget prices. The draft 
law is Singapore s most significant 
response yet to die international 
pressure ror change. 

From what both Singapore off- 
icials and interested outside par- 
ties are say ing, a mixture of elation 


and dismay seems likely to greet 
the latest step forward, reflecting 
what is plainly a delicate balance 
of domestic and international for- 
ces .on a sensitive issue. 

The elation is over the sheer 
quality of the proposed leg- 
islation. Based almost exclusively 
on Australia's copyright law — 
"pirated." remarks one observer 
wTyty —it is the most up to date in 
the world, taking into account 
modem developments in the 
computer electronics field. 

If the legislation is passed in its 
existing from, it is reckoned that 
publishers and producers abroad 
ought to- feel satisfied. 

The “if.” 1 however, points to 
one reason for probable dismay. 
The draft legislation must go to 
government ministries for com- 
ment. and it is unlikely to survive 
unscathed. 

After revision and submission 
to parliament, it is still likely to be 
the subject of exhaustive public 
hearings, to give the public — 
meaning pirates and consumers — 
a chance to modify it further. 

This in turn underscores a sec- 
ond reason for dismay. The mod- 
ified BBL it seems, is unlikely to 
become law for up to 18 months, 
perhaps even longer given the inf- 
requency of parliamentary sit- 
tings. The collapse in Singapore's 
legendaiy growth rate this year — 
it expects zero or negative growth 
for the first time since ind- 
ependence — will not help. 

There are other problems. The 
draft law appears to be weak. for 
example, in relation to penalties. 
Although it is understood to 
increase existing penalties fiv- 
efold, some believe this is not 
enough to combat the export of 
pirate cassettes tty the container- 
load. 

The idea of dealing with piracy 
as a civil instead of a criminal off- 
ence , p unished with fines and con- 
fiscations rather than jail terms. 


will keep Singapore out of line 
with the practice in other cou- 
ntries, a somewhat contradictory 
position having opted to go this 
far.. 

The draft law is also believed to 
provide both for accession to int- 
ernational conventions (without 
spelling out which) and for bil- 
ateral arrangements with other 
countries. The latter, however, 
would probably be unnecessary if 
Singapore simply acceded to the 
Universal Copyright Convention. 

A separate question is whether 
Singapore might now be hedging 
the passage of legislation with 
requests for special action by the 
interests abroad pressing for cha- 
nge. 

For example, a statement issued 
after the consultations with the 
U.S. technical team declared: 
“The Singapore side expressed 
the view that the issue of int- 
ellectual property rights inf- 
ringement should be looked at in 
its totality, and suggested that bus- 
iness enterprises in both oountries 
co-operate and try to arrive at a 
mutually acceptable arrangement - 
to produce tapes and books at pri- 
ces within the reach of the general 
public." 

A Singapore official has pointed 
out even more specifically in rel- 
ation to the pirate music business 
that any solution “needs to take 
into account the interests of the 
recording industry in Singapore 
and of Singapore consumers/’ He 
suggests* that licensing arr- 
angements be offered % int- 
ernational companies abroad. 

This is unlikely to be acceptable 
to the industries concerned, and is 
clearly more of a polky and eco- 
nomic question rather than a tec- 
hnical. legal one related directly to 
the draft law. 

It is difficult to see how such 
proposed arrangements would be 
made contingent on legislation 
being passed. The International. 
Federation of Phonogram and 
Videogram Producers (IFPI), 
which defends the rights of pro-, 
ducers of sound and video rec- 


ordings. was quick to knock on the 
head any hints that the Singapore 
pirates somehow be ‘‘leg- 
itimised" 

The IFPI said the whole music 
industry, including composers and 
performers, could benefit from a 
new copyright law. It pointed out 
that its objective was to reverse 
the retrenchment caused by int- 
ernational record companies lea- 
ving pirate-infested Singapore. 

The federation added that by 
stimulating competition, a new 
law would also benefit the con- 
sumer, who would have better 
quality products and a wider cho- 
ice of materi al. 

The IFPI has received Sin- 
gapore's help in making raids on 
pirate retailers, but it finds the 
process under the present ant- 
iquated law fraught with technical 
difficulties. Just as painstakingly, a 
group of British book publishers 
earlier this year secured a lan- 
dmark decision -from the Sin- 
gapore High Court, which ruled in 
their favour against a local seller 
of pirated textbooks. 

The focus of their activity, the 
Copyright Act, was passed in Bri- 
tain m 1911 andprodaimedayear 
later in Singapore, then a British 
possession. Singapore, in bel- 
atedly considering an update of 
this law. appears to be going one 
step further and opting for a who- 
lesale change. This is plainly wel- 
come. 

The unanswered question in the 
face of this genuine progress, 
however, is whether Singapore is 
still playing for time. The island 
state wants to create what it calls a 
"brain services centre” for the reg- 
ion. and above all a computer- 
literate society, as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

Textbooks and software w3i 
have to be made easily available to 
its students. But as the pop group 
Tokyo Square has discovered with 
its pirated music, there comes a 
point when this approach is self-

Conference officials said shi- 
powners and ofl companies would 
1 be warned that any of their vessels 
delivering clandestine sh^j meats 
of oil to the white-ruled republic 
could be boycotted by national 
unions across the globe. 

The meeting, brin ging together 
representatives of seafarers from 
more than 30 countries including 
the Soviet Union, China and Wes- 
tern nations, was called to coo- 
rdinate support for a United Nat- 
ions embargo on oil supplies to 
South Africa. 

Britain's opposition Labour. 
Party leader. Mr. Nefl Kmaock. 
opening the two-day conference, 
said economic sanctions against 
the Pretoria government must be 
intensified now that “apartheid is 
dearly starting to crumble.” 

Mr. Kinnock told delegates the 
London meeting could be “truly 
historic” in boosting rapidly- 
growing pressure for an end to the 


-segregation. 

No violators of the .United Nat- 
ions embargo were named at the 
first session of’ die conference, 
co-sponsored by the UN. special 
committee against apartheid and 
-by Maritime Unions Against Apa- 
rtheid (MUAA). 

MUAA, formed early last year 
by unions representing seamen 
and port workers in Britain. Aus- 
tralia and Denmark, issued a sta- 


tement saying: “Oil is vital for the 
maintenance of the South African 
machine iy of repression.” 

“The police and military take 
up 10 per cent of the country’s oil 
needs and are the largest con- 
sumers of oil ... maritime unions 
can take action to increase the 
risks to shippers of oil and to inc- 
rease the cost of oil -to South Afr- 
ica. Coordinated action on boy- 
cotts and ddayed sailings can pro- 
vide an important contribution to 
enforcement of the ofl embargo.” 
it added 

Mr. Jim Slater, leader of Bri- 
tain's National Union of Seamen, 
said, without naming names, that' 
“many governments have ignored 
demands from the international 
community to halt ofl supplies to 
South Africa.” 

Before the conference ends 
Thursday evening, delegates were 
expected :o sign a document ple- 
dging “direct action” against the 
vessels of any companies pro- 
viding Pretoria with oil. 

A draft of the declaration, cir- 
culated among delegates, charged 
that South Africa’s “rapid esc- 
alation in the tightening and app- 


constitutes an imminent threat to

In early European business the 
dollar was quoted at 210.78* yen, 
its lowest level against the Jap- 
anese currency since March 1981 . 
At 2300 GMT in London the dol- 
lar was at 211.15 yen, down on its 
close in Asia Wednesday of 
21 1 .67 yen. 

Dealers forecast the dollar at 
210 befor the weekend. 

At a news conference in Tokyo 
Wednesday Japan’s Vice-Finance 
Minister Tomomitsu Oba pre- 
dicted an even sharper fell for the 
dollar and warned Japanese inv- 
estors that the Unitea States was 
unlikely to rally to the defence of 
its currency. 

A dealer for a major London 
commercial bank said: “It looks 
like sentiment towards the dollar 
is waning, and the Bank of Japan's 
move to raise interest rates could 
suggest central bank efforts to 
reduce the dollar’s value are on a 
new tack.” 

The dollar’s latest tumble began' 
late last week when the B ank of 
Japan i (central bank) refused to 
advance money it traditionally 
makes available' for Japanese 
companies to pay their workers 
end of year bonuses. 

This sent Tokyo money dealers 
-scrambling for- -cash- wfakfr pro- 
duced one of the sharpest jumps in 
short-term interest rates since 
1945 and made the yen more att- 
ractive than the dollar. 

Japan’s trade surplus rises 

Meanwhile. Japan's trade sur- 
plus has jumped more than 25 per 
cent to nearly S30 bflllion in the 
first half of this financial year as 
the yen continues to strengthen, 
according to official figurps rel- 
eased Wednesday in Tokyo. 

The country's trade surplus was 
$29.26 billion for the six months 
up to Sept. 30. while money flo- 
wing out of the country during the 
same period in the form of inv- 
estment. loans and the purchase of 
U .S . bonds totalled $35.66 billion, 
the figures showed. 


Banker complains of 6 low 
financial morality 9 in S* Arabia 


JEDDAH (R) — The head of 
Saudi Arabia's fourth largest 
bank, charging that Saudi bor- 
rowers were able to evade rep- 
aying their debts, has complained 
of a “deterioration of financial 
morality” in the kingdom. 

The Saudi Gazette newspaper 
Wedensday quoted Mr. Yves 
Max. managing director of Al 
Bank Al Saudi Al Fransi. as cal- 
ling for a solution to the question 
of die legal standing of the banks 
toward their debtors. 

If answers are not found, he told 
the newspaper in an interview,' 
banks wfl] become extremely strict 
and reluctant to lend money. 

Bankers and lawyers say that in 
Saudi Arabia's Sharia or Islamic 


law courts, the payment of interest 
— forbidden by Islam — is not 
- enforceable. 

“I think we're seeing a det- 
erioration of financial morality/' 
he said. “Some debtors are wai- 
ting to see what develops because 
they think, ‘why should I pay the 
principal back with interest when 
my colleague had to pay bade only 
theprinripaJ ...* ” 

The problem of bad debts is a 
recent development in Saudi Ara- 
bia. Mr. Max said, adding that part 
of the problem stems from the 
bank's legal inability to seize col- 
lateral or assets in the event of 
non-payment — even if the deb- 
tors are able to pay. 

Lawyers say a recent gov- 


ernment decree has clarified the 
procedures for debt collection but 
{no decree has covered the pro- 
blem of collecting interest. 

Mr. Max called the decree “a 
{step in the right direction.” but 
said it would have little real effect 
on banks because bad debtors can 
still appeal to pay only the pri-. 
ncipal. 

Arguing for modem financial- 
laws. Mr.“Max said: “If you want 
to develop a large and modem 
economy, you need a large and 
modem banking system.” 

Bank Al Saudi Al Fransi is 40 
per cent owned by France’s Ban- 
que Indosuez. with the balance 
held by Saudi nationals. 


New scandal hits Austrian wine 


VIENNA (R) — A new wine sca- 
ndal erupted in Austria Wed- 
nesday after tests revealed some 
producers had added an illegal 
preservative chemical used in exp- 
losive detonators. 

An agriculture ministry spo- 
kesman said 1.000 hectolitres of 
wine produced in the southeastern 
Burgenland province had been 
confiscated following tests in the 
last few weeks. 

Die disclosure comes less than a 
week after parliament gave final 
approval to a new wine control few 
aimed at preventing a repeat of a 
major Austrian wine-aoctoring 
scandal last summer. 

The spokesman said sod- 
ium azide had been detected in the 
latest ministry tests. 

Health ministry sources said the 


chemical had been found in about 
40 tests in amounts of between 0.5 
and 1.5 milligrammes per litre. 

“A dangerous level would be 
about one milligramme per kil- 
ogramme of body weight. That 
means a man weighing 60 kil- 
ogrammes would have to drink 60 
litres of wine to be in danger.” one. 
source said. 

Asked whether any of the aff- 
ected wines could have been exp- 
orted, the agriculture ministry 
spokesman said: “At this stage we 
can rule it out.” 

Most of the wines affected were 
made tty producers already imp- 
licated in the last scandal." when 
the poisonous sweetening agent 
diethylene glycol, which is used in 
car anti -freeze, was discovered. - 
government sources said. 


More than 60 people have been 
charged in connection with that 
scandal, which halted exports of ' 
wine. 

A Vienna court chemist. Dr. 
Gottfried Machata. said sod- 
i urn azide was a dangerous poison. 
“It can rapidly lower blood pre- 
ssure. That can lead to death .■ he- 
said. 

The substance is often used as 
an additive in detonators. 

The ministry spokesman also 
said traces of another chemical, 
raonobrome acetic acid, were 
found in some wines but only in 
tiny quantities. 

Mr. Machata said this was not. 
such a dangerous substance but 
could lead to damage to the ner- 
vous system.

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NATO ministers declare 
full support for Reagan 


BRUSSELS (R) — NATO defence ministers dec- 
lared their full support Wednesday for President 
Reagan at next month’s Geneva summit with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 


A communique issued after a 
two-day planning meeting dec- 
lared: “On the eve of die meeting 
between President Reagan and 
General Secretary Gorbachev, we 
declare that the president goes to 
Geneva with the full support and 
solidarity of the alliance.” 

The statement expressed 
“strong support for United States 
positions concerning int- 
ermediate, strategic and defence 
and space systems’ but avoided 
any explicit endorsement of Mr. 
. Reagan’s “Star Wars” space def- 
ence programme. 

It called Mr. Gorbachev's rec- 
ent arms control proposals “one 
sided and self-servin g ” 

The- ministers referred to Tue- 
sday's detailed ' briefing by U.S. 
Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger on alleged Soviet vio- 
I at ions of arms control treaties. 

“We take the roost serious view 
of this and call on the new Soviet 
leadership to take the steps nec- 
essary to assure full compliance 
with its commitments,” they said. 

The communique said that "a 
double standard of compliance 
with arms control agreements 
would lie unacceptable and would 
undermine the security of the all- 
iance." 


Ministers reaffirmed die req- 
uirement for effective verification 
of aims control accords. 

They voiced concern at what 
they called a steady build-up of 
Soviet nuclear forces, in particular 
the testing and deployment of new. 
strategic systems, including the 
SS-K-24 and the recently dep- 
loyed SS-25. 

Washington asserts that this 
missile violates the 1 979 Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaty (SALT- 
2). which the United States never 
ratified. 

The Soviet Union denies it is a 
violation. 

Mr. -Weinbeiger told a news 
conference: “I am particularly 
pleased with the unqualified sup- 
port for the president. 

“I think the whole cause of fre- 
edom has been strengthened by. 
what happened here.” be said 
after the 30-minute final session. 

He and British Defence Sec- 
retary Michael Heseitme reported 
progress towards an agreement on 
British participation in “Star 
Wars.” the U.S. Strategic Defence 
Initiative (SDI) to design a 
space-based defence against nuc- 
lear missiles. 

“I think we have the essentials 
of an understanding.” Mr. Wei- 


nberger said. 

Mr. Heseitme was more cau- 
tious. saying they were “in the 
middle of these discussions'’ but 
were m aking considerable pro- 
gress on arrangements for sharing 
technology. 

In a veiled reference to dem- 
ands for a large guaranteed share 
of the $26-biUion research fund, 
rejected by Washington, he said: 
“If Britain is to be involved, there 
is no point in doing it in a penny- | 
package way.” 

Mr. Weinberger declined to 1 
give any guaranteed figure for the 
British share in the project but 
said: “I think the assurances come 
from die expertise that resides in 
the United kingdom in the areas 
we are looking into/' 

He said he had no doubt that a 
large number of contracts would 
be awarded to British firms. 

Officials said the two ministers 
would hold further bilateral talks 
after the news conference in an 
attempt to finalise a memorandum 
of unders tanding setting out terms 
and conditions for British par- 
ticipation. 

Mr. Weinberger said the Rea- 
gan administration had rejected a 
conditional Soviet offer to stop 
work on a giant radar station in 
Siberia which Washington says is a 
major violation of the 1972 anti- 
ballistic missiles (ABM) treaty. 

The radar had almost been 
completed and exterior work was 
finished, he said. 


Soviet seaman decides to return home 


WASHINGTON (R) - A sea- 
man from a Soviet ship who twice 
swam ashore in the Mississippi 
river in what U.S. officials thought 
might have been a defection att- 
empt has decided to go home. 
State Department officials have 
said. 

The seaman. Miroslav Medvid. 
was interviewed by U.S. officials 
for two days on board a U.S. Coast 
Guard cutter to determine whe- 
ther he wanted to remain in the 
•United States. 


His decision to return to the 
Soviet Union ended a potential ty 
embarrassing affair barely three 
weeks before President Reagan’s 
summit meeting in Geneva with 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

State Department sources had 
said that Medvid did not feel well 
Tuesday night but did not specify 
the nature of his illness. 

Word that he would be going 
home was given initially by. the

Mrs. Kirkpatrick and Arkady 
Shevchenko, the Soviet defector 
and a former ranking UN. bur- 
eaucrat, said Tuesday that the 
Soviet Union is a far better player 
of the game of multinational pol- 
itics and therefore reaps the ben- 
efits. 

But both said that the United 
States should stay in the world 
body. . 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick said the Uni- 
ted States should use the “sel- 
ected, targeted withholding of 
U.S. funds” to work for inremat 
changes and to reverse UN. pol- 
icies hostile to the United States 
and contrary to the principles of 
the UN. Charter. F V 

“The United States is almost 
impotent in the politics of the Uni- 
ted Nations,” Mrs. Kirkpartick 
said. “The United States has been 
inept and the Soviet Union has 
been very, very good" 

Mr. Shevchenko said die role of 
the United States in the world 
body is almost entirety “def- 
ensive.” that it almost never offers 
initiatives and has abdicated that 
role to the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Shevchenko said die Soviet 
policy is coordinated that con- 
tacts with all UN. missions are 
constant and daily, in both wor- 
king and social settings, and that 
the work of Soviet officials at the 
UN. is reinforced by diplomatic 
initiatives in. the capitals of all 
member states.

Titanic society urges 
wreck to be left in peace 


WASHINGTON (R) - The 
wreck of the ocean liner Titanic 
should be protected so those who 
died aboard her can rest in peace, 
a spokesman for the Titanic His- 
torical Society has said. 

Society members Jon Hollis 
made his comments in testimony 
supporting legislation to designate 
the ship as a maritime memorial 
and regulate any exploration of 
the wreckage. 

The Titanic was discovered on 
Sept. 1 by a French- American 
team of scientists on the floor of 
the Atlantic near Newfoundland. 
They used a remote-controlled 
submarine to find and photograph 
the wreckage. 

The ship sank on April 14. 


1912. when it struck an iceberg. 
More than 1 .500 of the 2,200 pas- 
sengers and crew died. 

‘1 ask you on behalf of the Tit- 
anic Historical Society, its mem- 
bers. remaining survivors and the 
relatives of those lost in this gre- 
atest maritime disaster and mys- 
elf. to allow these souls to rest in 
peace and let the R.MJ5. Titanic 
lie in quiet and peaceful dignity.” 
Mr. Hollis told the House Mer- 
chant Marine Committee. 

The legislation the committee 
was considering would direct the 
State Department to negotiate an 
international agreement to pro- 
tect the Titanic from unrestricted 
salvage operations.

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WASHINGTON (R) — Afghan 
resistance groups see no point in 
negotiating with the Soviet Union, 
l nit still welcome President Rea- 
gan's call for such talks, a spo- 
kesman for seven guerrilla groups • 
said in an interview. 

"It is useless for us to sit down 
with the Russians." Gulbudin 
Hekmaryar, leader of one of the 
largest groups fighting Soviet tro- 
ops in Afghanistan, said in an int- 
erview in Wednesday’s edition of ' 
the Washington Post. 

"There is nothing to be dis- 
cussed.” Mr. Hekmatyar said- 
“They have invaded our country. 
The only solution is for them to 
withdraw their troops.” 

But Mr. Hekmatyar. who heads 
the Hezb-I -Islam! group, praised 
what he said was a U.S. policy shift 
aimed at having the views of the 
Soviet Union and Afghan gue- 
rrillas represented in direct talks 
between the two sides. 

UnitedNations-sponsored talks 
between Pakistan and the 
Soviet-backed Afghan gov- 
ernment of Babrak Karmal have 
not reflected the views of Islamic 
groups which have fought Soviet 
troops since they entered Afg- 
hanistan in 1979. he said. 

Mr. Hekmatyar is seeking a seat 
in the UN. General Assembly and 
to oust Karmal government’s rep- 
resentative. 


An Afghan guerrilla leader cha- 
rged Tuesday that India had pro- 
vided more than 100 military adv- 
isers to assist the Soviet-backed 
Afghan army and had also sup- 
plied anti-personnel mines. 

Mr. Hekmatyar was acting as 
spokesman at a press conference 
attended tty leaders of seven gue- 
rrilla groups that earlier this year 
formed the Islamic Unity of Afg- 
han Mujahideen. 

He said the Soviet-installed 
government in Kabul also bad the 
support of “some Cuban com- 
mandos” and units from South 
Yemen and Bulgaria, which he 
said were of battalion or brigade 


“The Russians are trying to 
have die troops of all their sat- 
ellites and friends in Afg- 
hanistan,” he said “They are try- 
ing to convince Indian forces to 
send some of their troops.

Hekmatyar, who was acc- 
ompanied by leaders of the six 
other guerrila organisations in the 
Islamic unity group, said he had 
information that “booby-trapped 
bombs are provided by India to 
the Afghan puppet army.” 

Under further questioning, he 
put the number of Indian military i 
advisers at "more than 100.” I 


PEKING (R) — ’China Wed- 
nesday announced the start of 
compulsory conscription for its 
four million-strong armed forces, 
ending the tradition of the Peo- 
ple's Liberation Army as a vol- 
unteer force. 

Western diplomats said the 
Chinese army was having inc- 
reasing difficulties attracting 
young men into its ranks because 
of greater opportunities in civilian 
life created by the economic ref- 
orms instituted since 1979. 

The New China News Agency 
(NCNA) said new conscription 
regulations had been proulgated 
under which all males between die 
ages of 18 and 22 would be eligible 
to be called up. 

Each district of die country will 


have a quota of recruits to fill each 
year, unless the area is particularly 
poor, the agency said. 

“Those eligible for military ser- 
vice who refuse or dodge reg- 
istration or enlistment wOl be 
compelled to perform military 
service.” the agency said. 

One Western diplomat, com- 
menting on the move, said: j 
“There ts no doubt the prestige of 
die military in Chinese society has 
dropped considerably in recent 
years.” J 

“It is no longer as attractive a 
career as it used to be. There are 
better prospects doing normal 
work, especially for peasants now 
that rural areas are more pro- 
sperous.” he added.

Psychic bidders remember and 
boast about their rare successes;

failures. East's efforts on this hand 
produced a spectacular Pyrrhic 
victory. 

After North's takeout doublet 
East's bid of one spade would be 
considered mandatory my most 
psyehers. South correctly doubled 
to show a spade suit, then bid 
hearts at his next turn. We are at a 
loss to understand North 'a. raise to 
three hearts perhaps be feared a 


bad spade break, or was worried 
that his partner might have only 
three spades and five hearts. 

East had succeeded in his objec- 
tive — he had Jcept Us opponents 
out of their 4-4 spade fit. However, 
at four spades — the contract 
North-South would probably have 
reached had East not indulged in 
his shenanigans —'declarer would 
have had to lose three side-suit 
tricks and a tramp. Let’s follow 
what happened at the rather 
strange contract of four hearts. 

West led the king and ace of dubs 
and continued with a third round of 
the suit. (No other defense would 
have been any better.) Dummy's 
queen won and declarer sluffed a 
spade. Declarer led the jack of 
trumps from the table and, when 
that was allowed to bold, he con- 
tanned with the ten of hearts, over- 
taking in band with the queen. 

South was fortunate that, when 
West won the ace of hearts, he 
could not continue another club, 
which would have forced declarer to 
ruff. No matter what West chose to 
return, declarer would be able to 
win in hand, draw the last trumps 
and come to ten tricks via three 
trumps, two spades, four diamonds 
and a dub. 

Perhaps we should rewrite our 
bidding texts to cater for 4-2 fits 
instead of 4-4! 


NEW ORLEANS (R) — Five 
missing seamen were found safe 
but six were still trussing as hur- 
ricane Juan was downgraded to a 
tropical storm. 

Eight men on boats ferrying 
supplies to oil rigs were reported 
missing earlier as the hurricane 
crashed ashore west of New Orl- 
eans. forcing thousands to flee 
floodwaters up to 2.5 metres high, 
officials said. 

Five of the prissing men were on 
a 33-metre supply boat that broke 
away and disappeared while being 
towed inland ty another vessel, 
the Coast Guard said. But cm Tue- 
sday night, they reported the five 
were found safe and sound. 

Rescuers said they would res- 
ume the search for six other mis- 
sing men. 

Three were believed trapped 
inside a 17. 5 -metre barge that 
capsized and sank while on a shi- 
pping channel that leads from the 
Gulf of Mexico to the Mississippi 
river. _ 

“Divers have been knocking on 
thegalley hull where the men were 
supposed to be, but tbere’s been 
no answer.” a Coast Guard spo- 
kesman said. 

In addition, three other men on 
two supply boats vanished about 
4 6 kilometres from the mouth of 
the Mississippi when the storm 
made its first pass along the Lou- 
isiana coast. 

The storm was blamed for at 
least three deaths. Two men dro- 
wned at sea and a third was killed 
when he supped on a downed ele- 
ctrical wire. 

The hurricane struck shore - 
Tuesday with winds of 120 kil- 
ometres per hour, but on Tuesday 
ought, meteorologists downgraded 
it to a tropical storm. 

The National Hurricane Centre 
in Miami said the storm slowed 


after striking land, but its winds 
remained strong. It said tbe hur- 
ricane could remain stationary 
over central Louisiana for another 
day. 

“We may see it wobble or do 
some more tricks over land today 
because it has very weak steering 
currents.” said Hal Gerrish. a cen- 
tre forecaster. 

More than 9.000 residents of 
coastal communities, where flo- 
odwaters reached up to eight feet, 
were forced to leave their homes, 
emergency workers said. 

Some 3.000 took refuge in she- 
lters set up at schools and mun- 
icipal buildings. The other 6.000 
were put up at hotels or at the 
homes of friends. 

The floodwaters and the dam- 
age to soybean and sugar cane 
crops also prompted Governor I 
Edwin Edwards to declare a {state 
of emergency in 13 parishes. 

The Louisiana Farm Bureau, a 
growers’ organisation, said up to 
20 per cent of the state’s cane crop 
was underwater or had been des- 
troyed by high winds. 

In the small community of Laf- 
itte. tidal waters more than two 
metres high flooded an above- 
ground cemetery. 

At least one old. wooden casket 
popped out of a marble mou- 
soleum and bobbed in the water, 
said Paul Cormick. the Civil Def- 
ence director for Jefferson parish. 

“It was an eerie. haUoween-Hke 
scene,” Mr. Connick said. “The 
oak trees were draped with Spa- 
nish moss and fires broke out from 
elect ri cal wires falling ' in the 
water.”

— Britain's Prince Charles and 
Princess Diana went for a Jranquil 
walk through an Australian wil- 
dlife hideaway Wednesday and 
found reporters had scared away 
the animals. 

The royal couple took time off 
from a busy round of formal eng- 
agements to visit Rotamah Island 
Bird Observatory near here in the 
eastern comer of the southern 
state of Victoria. 

But the emus and kangaroos 
which abound on the small island 
were nowhere to be seen. 

The 80-strong local and foreign 
press corps, allowed a few minutes 
on the island to watch the couple 
arrive by launch, sent a group of 
wild emus heading for the bush. 

“We were disappointed we 
didn’t see any animals like emus or 


kangaroos, though we did see 
some tracks.” ornithologist Dr. 
Douglas Dow said. 

“I think the press scared them 
off and there wasn't much we 
could do about that.” Dr. Dow.' 
who walked with the royal couple, 
told reporters. 

However the prince, a bird ent- 
husiast and president of the Int- 
ernational Wildfowl Trust saw 
birds including black swans and 
crimson rosellas. - 

Their half-hour walk in warm 
spring sunshine was followed by 
an informal outdoor barbecue on 
the island with 50 Australian bird 
watchers. 

Prince Charles was presented 
with an atlas of Australian birds.

The 
Channel Tunnel Group, one of the two main consortiums vying 
for the project- said the proposed tunnel could open by 1 993 and 
cany 30 million passengers and 13 mil loin ions of freight during 
its first year of operation. Thursday is the deadline for submitting 
bids to the British and French governments for a contract to build 
a tunne l, bridge or a combination of the two linking Britain and 
France. The winning bid is to be announced by the end of January 
1986, with construction to begin possibly as early as mid- 1987. 
pending ratification of an Anglo-French treaty by both par- 
liaments. The Channel Tunnel Group, a British consortium of five 
construction companies and-two banks, with its French partners. 
France. Manche. is proposing a rail-only tunnel.

KAMPALA (R) — A woman who said she escaped from army 
captors has accused Ugandan government troops in the Luwcro 
district of auctioning off women and girls for between S10 and 
515. The woman, who said she manged to flee the area, north of 
die capital, told Reuters that soldiers were abducting schoolgirls 
and married women. Soldiers who had too many women auc- 
tioned diem off to other soldiers, she said. The woman, who asked 
□ot to be identified, said husbands were shot dead if they tried to 
resist abduction of their wives. Meanwhile, the independent Soo- 
louba newspaper reported that officials of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross with some army officers had rescued 
10 schoolgirls and five women who had been held for weeks and 
raped by soldiers at Ngogolo Barracks north of Kampala. The 
rescue operation was begun after sister Maria Ikunda. head of 
Kasaala Primary School. "reported that 10 girls, all younger than 
15. had been taken to barracks, the newspaper said.
